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IN THE WIND 


Six-time World ‘Champion Jordi Tarres 
(G-G) scored the win at the ninth round 
of the World Championship Trials 
Series, held July 15-16 in Sant Julia de 
Loria, Andorra, and the Spaniard 
appears to be closing in on his seventh 
championship. Brit Doug Lampkin (Bet) 
was second overall, while the top five 
was rounded out by Spain’s Joan Pons 
(G-G), Japanese Kenichi Kuroyama 
(Bet) and Spaniard Amos Bilbao (Bet). 
Tarres’ main championship rival, Mare 
Colomer, faltered in Andorra and fin- 
ished a disappointing sixth. With one 
round to go, Tarres leads Colomer 162- 
151. In order to win the championship, 
Colomer needs to win the August 20 
series finale in Finland, and hope that 
Tarres finishes eighth or worse. 


The Honda-mounted trio of Stephane 
Mertens, Michel Simeon and Jean- 
Michel Mattioli won the 24 Heures de 
Liege in Spa-Francorchamps, Belgium, 
on July 16. The three riders completed 
493 laps and 2130 miles, averaging 
88.896 mph to top the Kawasaki-mount- 
ed team of Terry Rymer, Jean-Louis Bat- 
tistini and Jehan d’Orgeix. 


Steve Hatch (Suz) won round six of the 
AMA National Championship Hare 
Scrambles Series in Speedsville, New 
York, on July 16. The Team Suzuki Off- 
Road rider finished approximately a 
minute and a half ahead of second-place 
finisher Scott Plessinger (KTM), winner 
of last week’s round in Missouri. Cross- 
ing the finish line approximately 20 sec- 
onds behind Plessinger was Scott Sum- 
mers (Hon). Defending champ Rodney 
Smith (Suz) and Duane Conner (Yam) 
rounded out the top five overall. 


Tony Amaradio has apparently 
“resigned from his position” as a factory 
rider at Team KTM. According to his 
father, Lee Amaradio, who also acts as 
his manager, Tony made the decision 
immediately following the Troy, Ohio, 
round of the AMA 250cc National MX 
Series, July 16. At Troy, Amaradio chose 
not to ride the second moto after finish- 
ing 18th in the opening moto. The deci- 
sion came about as a result of a “linger- 
ing motorcycle development problem.” 
Amaradio said, “The bike was near 
impossible to ride in the first moto, and 
when the team made no effort to 
improve the situation, I then realized it 
would be best not ride the second moto 
and risk the chance of injury.” A news 
release from Lee Amaradio, dated July 
17, stated that Tony felt that “with the 
team’s present internal communications 
being the major problem,” there would 
be little hope for improvement in the 
near future. Tony Amaradio is expected 
to finish out the rest of the series on 
another brand of motorcycle. Amaradio 
rode Kawasakis before signing on with 
KTM at the beginning of the 1995 sea- 
son. As of yet, KTM has not been offi- 
cially notified by Amaradio of his resig- 
nation. “Since we have not yet been 
officially contacted or notified by Tony 
Amaradio...it would be premature for us 
to respond directly on this subject,” said 
KTM USA's MX team manager Selvaraj 
Narayana. “However, we are aware that 
Tony has been unhappy for some time 
with his performance in the 250cc MX 
Nationals and that he has attributed his 
results to problems within the team. If, 
and when, Tony makes his stated desire 
to resign from the team known to KTM, 
KTM will consider his request at that 
time.” 


Glen Helen Racing, Inc., the concession- 
aire for Glen Helen Raceway Park at 
the San Bernardino County Regional 











Parks and Recreation Area in Devore, 
has received final approval from the 
county to construct what will be the 
only half-mile dirt oval track facility in 
Southern California. “Now that we have 
the permit in hand, plans are being 
finalized for the dirt track facility with a 
goal of starting construction within 60 
days,” said Bud Feldkamp, president of 
Glen Helen Racing, Inc. Construction of 
the track, which will feature seating for 
up to 12,000 spectators, is expected to be 
completed by Spring of next year. “Glen 
Helen’s half-mile track will host an 
exciting array of motorsports events,” 
added Feldkamp. “We plan to entertain 
all the events appropriate for this type 
of venue. Southern California used to be 
a mecca for dirt racing, but one by one, 
the tracks closed. The fans’ demand has 
been unmet since Ascot Park in Gardena 
closed Thanksgiving 1990. We mean to 
meet this demand.” 


A Suzuki Bandit 600S was the grand 
prize at the 4th Annual Celebrity Pool 
Tournament in Hollywood, California, 
on June 25 and 28. Celebrity guests 
attending the event at the Hollywood 
Athletic Club included Christina Apple- 
gate (Married with Children), Dean 
Cain (Superman), David Charvez and 
Nicole Egert (Baywatch), Cuba Gooding 
Jr. Judgment Night), Brian Austin 
Green (Beverly Hills 90210), Judd Nel- 
son, Lou Diamond Phillips, David 
Spade (Saturday Night Live), Pauly 
Shore, Frances Fisher, Soleil Moon Frye 
and football star Eric Dickerson.

Toti Latorre, the girlfriend and manager 
of John Kocinski, called Cycle News to 
correct a news item which ran with cov- 
erage from the French Grand Prix and to 
give an update on Kocinski’s dormant 
racing career. “John, by the moment, is 
not going to race in any team,” Latorre 
said on Thursday, July 13. It had been 
speculated that he would be a logical 
candidate to fill the Fortuna Honda 
Pons seat vacated by the injury to Alber- 
to Puig. She said that, contrary to what 
was written, Kocinski "does actually 
live in Spain, we bought a house there. 
By now I am in the States, but some- 
times, in fact, John still goes there. But 
we live half and half. It's not that John 
lived there before, but he doesn't live 
there any more." Latorre also said that 
Kocinski had never refused the chance 
to talk to Kenny Roberts, but that both 
she and Kocinski had talked to Chuck 
Aksland, the Marlboro Roberts Yamaha 
team manager, something which was 
noted in a later news item. Fortuna 
Honda Pons 250cc rider Carles Checa 
will replace Puig at the new Grand Prix 
at Donington Park on July 23.

This letter was written for two reasons. 
One is to pay respect to a good friend, 
and the other to set the story straight on 
the unfortunate incident at the Du 
Quoin Mile. 

Whenever I would look at the race 
lineup and see Rodney Farris in my race, 
I would look forward to it. Not because I 
thought it would be easy - I already 
learned that to give Rodney an inch 
meant to finish behind him - but because 
I knew that a heck of a race was going to 
follow. I had some of my best battles 
with Rodney, and no matter how many 
times we bumped and banged, we 
always came off the track laughing about 
it. I have many good memories of Rod- 
ney as I'm sure all of the racers and fans 
in dirt track do. I will miss you, Rodney. 

The other reason I am writing is for 
the sake of another rider, Joe Kopp. I 
don't know Joe well, but he always 
seems like a good guy, and whenever 
any situation like this accident takes 
place, rumors circulate. The one that I 
keep hearing and have read about is that 
Joe hit Rodney in the head and neck. I 
was directly behind Joe entering the cor- 
ner when Rodney fell, and I was about 
10 feet away when Joe hit Rodney, so I 
feel that I had a better view of the acci- 
dent than anyone. I want to clarify that 
Joe ran over Rodney's legs, not his head. 
There is no doubt in my mind of this. 

I was not sure whether or not to 
write this letter, but then I thought 
about how Joe must feel when people 
are saying or writing what is not true.

Thanks much for last week's Wind item 
about the fund for Mark Gleckl’s chil- 
dren. "Gleck" - that's what he called 
himself - had a lot of cle friends, 
and on their behalf I'd like to elaborate 
on what this guy meant to our sport. 

Obituaries nationwide called Gleckl 
one of racing's best cameramen and pro- 
ducers. They fail to mention that his tal- 
ent was born of a true love of motor- 
sports, and that it all began with 
motocross. Gleckl raced bikes for 25 
years, from amateur right through to the 
Vet class. A National Shifter Kart Cham- 
pionship and his mini-sprint car meant 
a lot to him, but he was first and fore- 
most a motorcycle racer. 

In his professional life, Gleckl shot, 
produced and directed many hours of 
motorcycle racing on television; indeed 
he was prominent among the people 
who helped lift the sport to its current 
position of prominence on the tube. He 
died covering off-road trucks, but his 
motorcycle friends know that when it 
was time to pre-run the course and 
select camera locations, he and buddy 
Mark Johnson of Kawasaki did that on 
their motorcycles. 

In short, Gleckl was a motorcycle guy 
at heart. Whether we realize it or not, 
we've all admired his work on the tube. 
He always made our sport and our 
heroes look good. Let's repay him by

AMA Superbike National Championship

BRAINERD, MN, JULY 16 
b o win four in a row is nothing 
T short of a miracle," Smokin' Joe's 
Racing's Miguel DuHamel said 
after he did just that with a hard-fought 
win in the Suzuki Classic on a day of 
changing weather at Brainerd Interna- 
tional Raceway. 

The French Canadian, who earlier in 
the day had won the HP4 600cc Super- 
sport race, endured a battle with team- 
mate Mike Hale and Fast by Ferracci's 
Mike Smith to win his fourth consecutive 
AMA. Superbike National. Both of 
DuHamel’s rivals made the wrong tire 
choice and struck tire troubles late in the 
race, with Smith losing a piece from his 
rear Michelin and Hale overheating his 
Dunlop. That gave DuHamel the break 
he needed to take his seventh career win 
and move him into a tie with Wes Cooley 
for ninth on the all-time career win list. 

"About the fifth lap from the end I 
knew I'd made the wrong tire choice," 
Smith said after finishing 2.84 seconds 
back. “It slipped real bad." 

It was on the 16th of 21 laps that 
DuHamel seemed to be making a break, 
turning in his best lap of the race, a one- 
minute, 40.225-second go-around, as he 
carved his way through traffic. The next 
time by he had a one-second lead, which 
he added nearly a second to on each of 
the following two laps. 

“I saw five laps remaining and I 
clicked it up a bit,” DuHamel said.

Hale’s tire had begun to go off with 
about eight laps to run and, five from 
the end, he was passed between the 
final two turns by Vance & Hines Yama- 
ha's Tom Kipp, who had run in the top 
five all day. Kipp crossed the line about 
3.6 seconds behind Smith in third. 

Freddie Spencer was next across the 
line, the Fast by Ferracci rider fighting a 
sliding front end from near the halfway 
point. He pressured Hale on the last lap, 
and only just moved by him at the line. 

In sixth place, all by himself, was 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Fred Merkel who 
struggled with a lack of grip on the right 
side of the tire. 

Seventh went to Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Steve Crevier who said he ran into motor 
problems halfway in, then chunked a 
tire. He'd spent most of the race dicing 
with Team Mirage's Dale Quarterley 
who finished eighth after struggling all 
weekend in practice and qualifying. 

Crevier and Quarterley had passed 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Thomas Stevens 
two laps from the end after he was = 
forced to slow with a tire vibration. 

DuHamel set a new race record for 
the 21-lap, 63-mile race, completing it in 
35 minutes 27.048 seconds at an average 
speed of 106.627 mph. The time bettered 
Colin Edwards II’s mark from last year 
by better than 24 seconds. 

Winning his fourth in a row allowed 
DuHamel to further chip into Hale's 
championship lead. After seven of 10 
races, Hale holds an eight-point edge, 
199-191, over his Smokin' Joe's Racing 


` teammate. Merkel is third with 177, 11 





better than Kipp. Spencer is fifth with 
153. 

Many thought that last year's version 
of the Suzuki Classic was the best AMA 
Superbike race ever, so this year's event 
had something to live up to. At the start 
of the race it looked like it just might, as 
a parade of riders ran in close formation 
with Hale at the front. 

Spencer had gotten the jump on the 
field from the second row, but first 
DuHamel, then Hale went by in the first 
few corners and at the end of one it was 
Hale, DuHamel, Kipp, Fast by Ferracci's 
Tiger Sohwa, and teammates Spencer 
and Smith. 

Smith was by Spencer on the second 
lap, the order shuffled with Hale getting 
pushed back to fifth as DuHamel took 
the lead for laps three through five. 
Smith was on the move, turning the best 
lap of the race on the third and taking 
the lead to start the sixth lap. 

Behind him were eight riders in a 
row, all in each others draft, then Quar- 
terley and Pascal Picotte. 

The third lead change came on the 
seventh lap; DuHamel in front for a lap, 
then Smith was in front for the eighth. 
He and DuHamel were measuring each 
other, settling into a long race and look- 
ing for an edge. 

“For a couple of laps he tried to 
shake me and I tried to shake him. We 
couldn't shake each other," Smith said. 
“I was stronger through the infield and 
he was stronger on the straight.” 

“Compared to Mikey (Smith), I 
seemed to have speed on the straight,” 





DuHamel agreed. “Going into one and 
two my bike was a little faster. In three I 
was hard on the brakes and my bike 
was stable. In four and five and maybe 
six he could pass me. He could pass me 
in the chicane. I was better out of 10. 1 
had a bit better drive.” 

The differences evened out and 
Smith held the lead for five laps, with 
DuHamel right there and Hale just 
behind. By the halfway point, close to 
two seconds separated the top three 
from the battle for fourth - Spencer now 
fending off Kipp and Merkel. 

Hale said that he was trying to "con- 
serve his tire, cruise around, and watch 
them, study them, and wait till late in 
the race to make my move." But, on 
about the 13th lap, Hale felt his tire go 
off and he knew he wouldn't be able to 
hang on to the leaders. 

That made it a two-rider race, with 
DuHamel in front on the 13th and get- 
ting ready to take charge. When Smith's 
tire began to go off with about five laps 
to go, he made a few mistakes, and 
DuHamel seized the initiative and 
pulled away. 

“I should have chosen a little bit 
stiffer one, I believe," Smith said of his 
rear tire choice. "That was the first time 
I raced on that tire. I didn't know what 
it was going to do. These corners here 
are so fast and grainy that it really 
chews the tire up." 

As for his own tire choice, DuHamel 
said it was a standard tire that they'd 
raced before and had gotten a good read 
on in qualifying. 

“1 was trying to be a little bit cautious 
with it, but it'S hard to do when you've 
got guys like this around," he said, 
referring to Smith and Kipp. “I just real- 
ly appreciate these wins. Don't think for 
a second I take it for granted." 

Kipp had begun his charge from 
fifth on the 17th lap, driving past 
Spencer going into turn one and mov- 
ing right up on Hale. He made his 
move into third just before the two 
began to brake for turn 10. By then, the 
two leaders had around a four-second 
lead and Kipp would have to be con- 
tent with third. 

“1 just didn't give up. It was just a 
matter of keeping my head down," Kipp 
said. "I was pretty sure of what (the 
tires) were going to do. I knew I could 
run that hard five, six, seven laps more. 
I knew I couldn't run them hard enough 
to chunk them." 

Even after he passed Spencer he 
almost lost the spot. "I had one screw- 
up in turn nine. Spencer was still behind 
me. I got all locked up and sideways," 
he said. "Three laps and I could've had 
Smith. I just waited a few laps too long." 

Spencer had had a moment or two of 
his own. 

"From 10 laps on the thing was skat- 
ing pretty bad," Spencer said. "I saved it 
with my knee a couple of times. One 
time I went right to the edge of turn one 
(a sixth-gear bend). I did a 1:40.6, the 
next lap was 1:42.9. The front just 
tucked under." 

The team determined that it was a 
weight distribution problem and that it 
could be fixed in time for the Laguna 
Seca World Superbike race the following 
weekend. 

In the final laps, Spencer moved up 
on Hale and could see the Honda rider 
"was having tire problems. “There was 
stuff coming off it. There was rubber on 
my shield. I was looking for it to come 
apart. You could see from the way it 
was spinning," Spencer said. 

He took advantage of the problem on 
the last lap to take fourth, with Hale 
fifth, well in front of Merkel. 

Then it was Crevier, who was all by

himself much of the day with engine 
and tire woes. "It wasn't all there for me 
today," Crevier said. 

His teammate Picotte was hooked up 
with Quarterley from early on, getting 
by on lap 15, then dropping back on the 
18th lap to finish a close ninth with an 
overheating engine and a rear tire that 
didn't feel right. 

"Right after the start it went really, 
really loose on the front straight. It was 
locking up the rear wheel and getting 
sideways," Picotte said, adding that the 
engine was so hot that he had to take his 
right foot off the footpeg on the front 
straight. "It felt like it was seizing as 
soon as I let off the throttle. It felt like it 
would come around." 

Quarterley was happy to get through 
the day and record his best dry finish 
after a problem-filled weekend. 

“We showed up and did three laps, 
then had a problem," the New Englan- 
der said. “The next session we did two 
more laps and had to change the gear- 
ing. The next session was three more 
laps. Saturday morning the brake pads 
came off the backing and I crashed in 
turn three. We rolled out this morning 
and the battery was down and the regu- 
lator was dead. We went back out and 
did three more laps." The result of that 
was that he didn't know where the limit 
was and was tentative for the first five 
laps. “By the sixth lap I settled into the 
42s. By then Crevier had a straightaway 
lead on us. At the end he had the same 
straightaway lead." 

Stevens had been in front of his team- 
mate Merkel until the ninth lap. That's 
when he said he “knicked the outside of 
the curb a little bit. I don't know what it 
did to the (front) tire, but it started vibrat- 
ing," Stevens said. "On the front straight I 
thought the thing was going to come 
apart. I stood up to take a look at it. It's 
not the kind of track you can race on if 
you have no confidence in the front tire." 

Harley-Davidson's Doug Chandler 
was 11th, all by himself for almost the 
entire race. He'd taken over the spot on 
the 10th lap when Tiger Sohwa ran off 
the track. 

Sohwa had been running in fourth, 
just behind Hale, when he ran off the 
track with a stuck throttle. Larry Ferracci 
was trying to find a solution from look- 
ing at the data recorded on the computer 
and said that they thought it might have 
been caused by dirt in the throttle, the 
residue from a crash in Sunday morn- 
ing's practice. "He downshifted and laid 
it over and the bike was surging for- 
ward. He had to stand the bike up. He 
went from doing 1:41s to a 2:03," Ferrac- 
ci said. Sohwa ended up 12th with 
Harley-Davidson's Chris Carr 13th. єх

ain began falling lightly 

about an hour before 

Saturday's cool, dark 
and windy final qualifying 
session at Brainerd Interna- 
tional Raceway, and as the 
start of the session grew 
closer, the rain increased. 
Then, once the riders hit the 
track, it slowed, then 
stopped, and as the session 
progressed so did the riders, 
and the times quickly began 
to drop. 

Just past the halfway 
point in the session Smokin' 
Joe's Racing Mike Hale 
jumped to the top of the leaderboard with a time of one-minute, 
38.896-seconds, a time that neared the track record of 1:39.858 








“set by Doug Polen in 1992. Then Hale’s teammate Miguel 


DuHamel (pictured) caught fire, setting a new track record with 
about 10 minutes to go and lowering it in the final stages. He 
was the only rider consistently in the low 1:40s and high 1:39s 
and he did the times, including his new lap record of 
1:39.162/108.913 mph, on a race tire. Furthermore, he didn't 
feel like it was a perfect lap and that there might be a 1:38 in 
him somewhere. 

Even more surprising than his time was his admission that 
this was his first-ever pole position in AMA Superbike racing. 

“Last night the crew worked until midnight, changing the 
gearbox, the overall gearing, and the triple clamps," DuHamel 
said. "We were trying to make it steer better. We changed the 
oil level in the forks and the rear spring. Al (Luddington) and 
Ray Plumb are really getting the setup right. We know the bike 
much better than we did at Daytona. It's more stable in turn 
one, not that stable in turn two." 

_ As for the race, he said “I think I can do 40s all day, no prob- 

lem." And if that was true, the rest of the field had reason for 








Vance & Hines Yamaha's Tom Kipp was second fastest, the 
Ohioan getting the full attention of the team in the absence of 
` injured teammate Jamie James. His time was just 0.34 second 
slower than DuHamel's, but he did it on a rear qualifying tire. 

"Our race combination is straightforward," Kipp said. 
“І was pleased after ing because that fast lap was a 
smooth lap. I wasn't hanging it out as much as I could have. If I 
was able to get two more laps in, I would've — it out a little 


` more. 


“Usually there are key corners on any track. They could be 
fast or slow. The key is to find out which they are and get the 
bike working well there, before worrying about the others,” 
Kipp added. What he wanted to do in Sunday morning’s 
warmup was get the Yamaha working a little better in the high- 
speed corners, one and two. And, in the race, he wanted to 
reverse his misfortune here: He's crashed in his last two races at 
Brainerd. 

Smokin' Joe's Honda's Hale also crashed, though his fall 
came late in the first qualifying session on Friday and did little 
more than deny him track time. He was ready when the second 
session rolled around on Saturday and, because of the threat of 


. rain, was quickly up to speed and under the lap record. That 


time was set on a qualifying tire, but he nearly equaled it later 
in the session when the threat of rain lessened and he was on 
his race setup. The difference, he found, was in his riding. 

"I'm still learning the track," said Hale, who finished third in 
the 600cc Supersport race here last year. "It's a pretty simple 
track. Turns one and two are really fast and that separates a 
good from a bad lap." 

Hale would liked to have earned the one point that comes 
with taking the pole position, but what was more important 
was winning the race. "Yesterday I felt comfortable doing those 
times. We'll see how the tires hold up,” he said. 

Mike Smith was fourth fastest, the Fast by Ferracci Ducati 
rider just over the 1:40 mark at 1:40.049. The time wasn't bad 
considering he was playing catch-up after breaking an engine 


on Friday. He might have been in the 39s, but he said that he 


nearly overshot turn nine. And doing one 39 would be of little 
use, except for grid position. 

"| don't think the race will be 39s," Smith said. “If it is, 
Miguel (DuHamel) will run off and leave us.” 

Two teams filled out the second row grid spots, Fast by Fer- 
racci's Takahiro Sohwa and Freddie Speer, fifth and seventh 
fastest, and Yoshimura Suzuki’s Fred Merkel and Thomas 
Stevens, sixth and eighth.

Eraldo Ferracci said at. Brainerd that he 
planned to race the as-yet-untested Cagiva V- 
four 750 in next year's AMA Superbike National 
Championship. He said he would field two one- 
rider teams - each in separate trucks - one for 
the Ducati 916 team and one for the Cagiva. 
"That's what the company's talking about," he 
said. His recent visit to Italy was not, contrary to 
reports, to get a works engine for his team for 
the Laguna Seca round of the World Superbike 
Championship, but to monitor the progress of 

| the Cagiva V-four. Ferracci said he saw the 
bike running, but that it had not been tested. 
"They're. going to test it in a week or two. It's a 
pretty. nice motorcycle. It's going to be very 
good." Ferracci said, adding that Cagiva would 
make at least 200 of the bikes and import 50, to 
make them legal for AMA racing, and that he 
would sell the model out of his shop. He said 

. that he planned to take part in a Mugello test 
before the end of the year and that he also 
planned to test at Daytona. 





The Fast by Ferracci Ducati 916s will be 
raced at the Laguna Seca World Superbike 
round in AMA trim. Ferracci said he contem- 
plated reducing the weight to World Superbike 
: specs, a loss of about 14 pounds, but that it 
would upset the handling. One weight-saving 
measure would be to change the aluminum 
triple clamps for magnesium items, but "the 
problem.is now if we reduce the weight too 
much, there's.too much weight on the front. 
Next week I'll think about it a little bit." World 
Superbike rules allow him to run whatever fuel 
injection he would like, but he doesn't have the 
Ducati World Superbike fuel injection setup. 
"The only thing we should have a little advan- 


tage at this particular track is that we have a lit- 
tle more experience." But, he added, the level 
of competition on the World Championship 
level is higher and the riders are "more tough, 
more precise. Over there, they race very seri- 
ously before they let a guy get ahead." He said 
that it was his decision to race at Laguna Seca. 
"The factory never push me to do anything: For 
them it's better that гасе there. 1 can tell you, 
if | win with this team, it's better than if they win 
with their team." 


Vance & Hines Yamaha's Jamie James was a 
no-show at Brainerd, as he continues to recov- 
er from hand and wrist injuries suffered at 
Elkhart Lake. Yamaha's Tom Halverson said 
that James had the hard cast removed about 
two weeks prior to Brainerd and that it was 
replaced by a soft cast..“They took it (the hard 
cast) off to see if he could move it. Physically, 
it's possible for him to ride, but the hand took a 
hard lick and there's some tissue damage. It's 
still pretty swollen and there's.a lot of pain 
there. The bone's healing good," Halverson 
said. He also said that he believed that James 
would be ready for the next AMA Superbike 
National at Gateway Park on August 13. 
James will attend the Laguna Seca World 
Superbike race for a number of promotional 
appearances with Yamaha. 


Doug Polen may race at the Laguna Seca 
World Superbike race, though his original ride 
with the German DNL team fell through. "The 
bike was supposed to be made available, a 
factory built 916, prepared at DNL's request for 
Doug Polen," Polen's manager Vic Karshner 
said at Brainerd. But because of a time frame 
problem, the offer was rescinded on Tuesday, 
July 12. “There is a pro superbike race in Ger- 
many the weekend after Laguna and, basically, 
the owner of DNL made the decision not to

send the bike because of the time frame.” 
Karshner said that they were still trying to 
arrange a ride for Polen at Laguna. “He might 
be there on a 916, possibly.” The only real 
deadline is the start of practice on Friday. As 
for the rest of the season, Karshner said “we've 
talked to pretty much everybody. | would say 
there is the same level of interest from all the 
factories. It's just a matter of Doug wanting to 
stay on a 916.

BRAINERD, MI, JULY 16 
\ р think he was lollygagging all day,” 
| Joe's Racing's Mike Hale 
said after getting passed on the last 
lap of the HP4 600cc Supersport race by 
teammate and race winner Miguel 
DuHamel. ^He didn't go fast when he 
took the lead. The slowest lap of the race 

was when he led it." 

That would be the first time 
DuHamel led it on the eighth lap. The 
next time he led it was when he passed 
Hale on the brakes in turn three on the 
final lap and stayed ahead to the check- 
ered flag. 

At the flag the margin was only .535 
second, but it was enough to give 
DuHamel his fourth 600cc Supersport 
win in a row and fifth of the year, after a 
close race that saw a pack of five riders 
run near the front most of the day. Hale, 
who led all but three of the laps, fin- 
ished second, with Kinko's Thomas Wil- 
son a close third. 

The Muzzy, Kawasakis of Pascal 
Picotte and Steve Crevier were fourth 
and fifth, respectively, with Crevier 
slowing at the finish and parking the 
bike on the front straight with a suspect- 
ed ignition problem. 

Moto Liberty's Jamie Bowman was 
sixth after losing touch with the lead 
group just past the halfway mark, fol- 
lowed by a big gap to Hikaru Miyagi, 
just barely in front of Erion Racing's 
Michael Barnes. Barnes' teammate Larry 
Pegram was ninth in front of Hyd-Mech 
Saws/4 & 6 Cycles Owen Weichel. 

After breaking his own one-lap 
record in qualifying by over two sec- 
onds, DuHamel also set a new race 
record, beating Mike Smith's old mark 
by about 14 seconds. The French Cana- 
dian won the 16-lap, 48-mile race in 28 
minutes, 35.610 seconds at an average 
speed of 100.722 mph. 





With the win, he extends his champi- 
onship points lead over teammate Hale. 
With three races remaining, DuHamel 
tops Hale, 237-196, with Bowman's 169 
good for third. 

When the green flag was waved it 
was Hale getting the jump and 
DuHamel popping a wheelie that he 
rode up the front straight. It was fun to 
watch, but not very efficient and he 
found himself back in fifth place at the 
end of the first of 16 laps. 

He was fifth in a tight pack that 
would gradually separate from the field, 
losing one rider so that there formed a 
lead quartet and a second quartet dis- 
puting fourth. 

Hale was the undisputed leader, 
Picotte second, then DuHamel into third 
from the second lap with Bowman at the 
back of the pack. DuHamel was up to 
second on the sixth lap and into the lead 
at the halfway point as Kinko's Wilson 
moved up to join the leaders, rushing 
up on Bowman and taking him in turn 
one on the 10th lap. It was a surprising 
performance since getting to the front of 
this field wasn't an easy task. 

“I passed people everywhere I 
could," said Wilson, who finished the 
first lap in 14th place. "I passed the 
majority of them going into turn two." 

When he got near the Hondas he 
realized that they could pull away from 
him on the straight, even if he was in 
their draft. 

The lead wasn't DuHamel's for long 
because he was afraid the pace was too 
hot. 

^When I was out front, I thought that 
pace was too much for the tires and that 
they'd give out at the end," he said. "At 
the beginning I tried. real hard and the 
tires greased up. I decided to hang with 
these guys." 

Picotte took his brief turn at the front 
after passing Hale in the back section of 
the course on the 10th lap. Teammate 
Crevier was now up to third, with

DuHamel fourth in front of Wilson. On 
the next lap it was Hale back in front, 
motoring by Picotte going into turn one, 
one of Picotte's strong points. 

“1 was trying really hard through one 
and two," Picotte said, adding that he 
had a hard time drafting the Hondas. 

Crevier was the next to attack Hale, 
the Muzzy Kawasaki rider running side 
by side with Hale into turn one on the 
11th lap before backing off and letting 
Hale past: "We were slaughtering them 
in one and two," Crevier said. 

DuHamel was up into third with 
Wilson fourth, and pressing, and Picotte 
suddenly at the back of the pack. 

On the 13th lap, DuHamel moved up 
into second in turn four, following Hale 
for a few laps before getting passed by 
Wilson on the 15th. That would set up 
the final lap and DuHamel had two rid- 
ers to get through. He motored by Wil- 
son about three-quarters of the way up 
the front straight, after Wilson missed a 
shift into fifth, then took Hale going into 
turn three. 

^Miguel was sitting back and watch- 
ing me, finding my weak spot," Hale 
said. "On the last lap he took advantage 
of it. He outbroke me, I passed him back 
into four and I messed up my drive out 
of four and he got me back. After that, 
there was no chance to get him." 

. "I had a couple of strong points that I 
didn't want to show until the last lap. I 
had to keep it close. Mike was running 
great; so were the Kawasaki boys," 
DuHamel said. 

The Kawasaki boys would fill out the 
next three spots. Wilson had passed 
Crevier and DuHamel going into turn 
two on the 14th lap and held it starting 
the final lap. Then DuHamel came by, 








and Wilson held his ground with Picotte 
too far adrift to mount a charge after 
getting stuck in traffic. 

“I got stuck behind two lapped rid- 
ers," Picotte said. "I was always the last 
one past." 

He was able to better his teammate 
Crevier after Crevier's ZX-6 developed a 
misfire with about four laps to go. 

"] think I broke something revving it 
too high. The ignition cut out. It started 
going a little sour three or four laps 
from the end. I knew I was in a bit of 
trouble," Crevier said. "It wasn't look- 
ing real promising. I had to work too 
hard to get up front. It took too much 
life out of the motor." 

Bowman was a safe sixth, with Miya- 
gi seventh after passing Barnes on the 
last lap. Pegram also earned his spot, a 
ninth, with a last lap pass of Weichel. €N

BRAINERD, MN, JULY 16 
he showdown everyone was hoping 
Ts see in the 250cc Grand Prix class 
| never happened. Instead, Team 
Oliver Yamaha's Rich Oliver walked 
over the field while Jimmy Filice, mak- 
ing his return to AMA racing after an 
absence of more than a year, retired 
early with an overheating motor on his 
Turfrey Racing Yamaha TZ250. 

The pair of Northern Californians 
had entered the race tied for career 
250cc GP wins with 20. Now Oliver 
holds the record alone, though he 
knows it may not be his for long. 

“1 thought after hearing about the 
equipment Jimmy (Filice) was going to 
have, that he would have a fast bike, 
faster than mine," Oliver said. But Oliv- 
er also knows that it "takes time to de- 
bug stuff. I hope to stay in front for a 
while." 

"It was just slower and slower," Fil- 
ice said after pulling out on the seventh 
lap while in fifth place. "It overheated 
on the line. The performance was way 
down. Brian Turfrey worked so hard on 
this bike. I'm disappointed for him, and 
all the sponsors that got me here." 

In the absence of the anticipated 











tango, Oliver stormed to his sixth win of 
the year, and fourth in a row. He won 
by 13.868 seconds and, for the fifth time 
this year, his teammate Chuck Sorensen 
followed him home. 

Oliver not only became the all-time 
250cc GP win leader, he also broke Fil- 
ice’s Brainerd International Raceway 
race record by nearly 16 seconds. The 
defending National Champion complet- 
ed the 16-lap, 48-mile race in 27 min- 
utes, 50.617 seconds at an average speed 
of 103.435 mph. 

For the third time this year, Honda- 
mounted Randy Renfrow was third, 
crossing the line about 12 seconds 
behind Sorensen and a slightly larger 
margin in front of Zero Gravity’s Nick 
Ienatsch. 

Performance Machine's Roland 
Sands was a few seconds in front of 
Sixth-placed Greg Esser, the Fabweld- 
backed Floridian getting the better of 
Champion Land & Development's Mike 
Sullivan in the closing stages. 

Cine Camera's Jason Paden, Jeff Vos, 
and local hero Bryan Okubo rounded 
out the top 10. 

Oliver extended his points lead over 
Ienatsch to 40 points, 242-202, with three 
races to go. Sorensen is another 10 
points back in third. 

There wasn't a whole lot to the race 
itself - it was mostly processional. 
Sorensen led the first lap, Oliver took 
over going into the tight right-hand turn 
three and tried to make a break. 

“I stuck with him for a couple of 
laps," Sorensen said. But after that, he 
was gone. 

Halfway in and Oliver had better 
than six seconds and he gained better 
than a second a lap to the end. His race 
might have been even more efficient 
had he not lost one of his good cylinders 
in an engine seizure on Friday. 

"It means I have to go back to Fresno 
and sit on a work bench for a week 
grinding cylinders," Oliver said. 

Sorensen edged away from Renfrow, 
though not with the urgency that Oliver 
had left him with. Still, the position 
wasn't in doubt after the early stages 
when Filice was there for a few laps, 
even though Sorensen said his Yamaha 
TZ250 wasn't running well. 

"I think the bike was running rich. 
There wasn't any grunt like before," 
Sorensen said. "This morning I did a 
1:43.8, two or three of them, actually. In 
the race my best was a 44.2." 

Renfrow was in third by the fourth 
lap and ran there throughout, adding a 
second podium finish to his 125cc GP 
win the previous day. 

Fourth place was taken over by Ien- 
atsch on the fifth lap as Filice began a 
fade that would take him out of the 
show. And when Filice pulled out on 
the seventh lap, Sands moved into fifth 
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with Esser in his wake until the last few 
laps. 

Then Esser was able to gain some 
ground and finish close to four seconds 
in front of Esser. 

His race wasn't an easy one. Veteran 
Sullivan was seventh, dropping off the 
pace at the midpoint, then putting in a 
second half charge that had him on 
Esser's rear fender with three laps to go. 
Esser needed to weave on the front 
straight to stay in front of Sullivan, a 
tactic that worked on the penultimate 
lap and allowed him to keep his sixth. єх

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sport races, Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Fred Merkel blew Vance & Hines 
Yamaha's Tom Kipp away in Merkel's 
first race since the AMA ruled that his 
Yamaha YZF750 was illegal. In the end, 
all that had to be changed was the radia- 
tor and that didn’t make much differ- 
ence. The Ohioan was untouchable, 
cruising to his fifth win in seven races. 
The Yoshimura Suzuki rider started 
well and by the third of 16 laps, Merkel 
- who had set a new lap record in quali- 
fying - was pulling away from the 33- 
rider field on an overcast, windy, and 
cool afternoon. By the fourth lap he had

better than a four-second lead and was 
pulling half a second per lap in the 
early going. At one point his margin 
was over eight seconds, then he was on 
cruise control, coasting across the line, 
sitting upright, with a cushion of 6.806 
seconds. 

"The bike's running good," Merkel 
said. “The qualifying times were good. 
We were a second quicker than any- 
body. My times were only a couple of 
tenths off my qualifying time." 

From the start, Kipp couldn't keep 
up. But it had less to do with his bike 
than with the start of his race. He and 
Ebsco Media's Mark McDaniel hooked 
up at the start with Kipp getting by at 
the end of the second lap. At that 
point Merkel was making his break 
and Kipp would have to settle for sec- 
ond. 

“І think maybe we held each other 
up,” Kipp said. “I think I could make a 
race of it if I could get away with him." 

Instead of McDaniel, it was Team 
Suzuki Sport's Aaron Yates who made a 
run at Kipp, keeping him honest to the 
end. 

“I had to ride hard. Those guys were 
right there the whole race. I couldn't 
slack off too much," Kipp said. 

"Fred (Merkel) and Kipp got out 
there and I couldn't make time on

them," Yates said after finishing about 
3.7 seconds behind Kipp. 

McDaniel ended up sixth after fight- 
ing with Yates much of the race, with 
Kinko's Kawasaki's Thomas Wilson 
sticking to the pair, then dropping off at 
the end to a secure fifth. His Kinko's 
teammate James Randolph was sixth in 
front of Fritz Kling. 

Merkel completed the 16-lap, 48-mile 


race in a new race record of 28 minutes, 


17.329 seconds at an average speed of 
101.807 mph. 

He chipped away another three 
points of Kipp's class lead, trailing 200- 
224 with three races left. "That's a lot of 
points to catch up and I can't do any- 
thing but win," Merkel conceded. "I 
don't wish anyone bad luck, but some- 
thing has to happen to him for me to 
have a chance." 

Wilson and Randolph are third and 
fourth in points at 189 and 184, respec- 
tively. 

The flag dropped at around 4 p.m. 
and Merkel was away with the lead 
group, taking over the lead by the end 
of the first lap. It was a spot he wouldn't 
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relinquish as he lapped half a second 
faster than anyone else. His lead grew, 
the pack faded, and at the end of the 
day he had his fourth win in the bag. 

Second place had a little more drama, 
though not much. Kipp moved into the 
spot on the second lap with McDaniel 
and Yates on his tail until he was able to 
gap them beginning on the fifth lap. 
After the AMA ruling concerning his 
earlier YZF750, Kipp was forced to fit a 
smaller radiator to his 1996 model, but 
the performance difference was negligi- 
ble. 

On the fourth lap, Yates rushed past 
McDaniel in turn four, holding his own 
until just beyond the halfway mark 
when McDaniel retook the spot. It was a 


seesaw affair until the 12th lap when it. 


looked like Yates had used traffic to 
make a break. Then, with three laps to 
go, McDaniel closed up and passed 
Yates in turn four, the same corner he'd 
earlier been victimized by. 

The order changed a lap later with 
Yates drafting by between turns nine 
and 10, hurrying up the front straight, 
and keeping out front until the check- 
ered flag fell soon after. 

“I had to work pretty hard," Yates 
said, echoing Kipp. "All weekend we've 
been working on the bike and we finally 
got it dialed in good." 

Wilson had lost touch with about 
four laps to go, well alone in fifth. Ran- 
dolph was next, fending off the late 
charging Fritz Kling. 

Gerald Rothman Jr. was eighth, again 
alone, then a pack of three led by Antho- 
ny Lupo. су

n one of the most bizarre finishes 
|=: Erion Racing’s Larry Pegram 

won the 60-minute SuperTeams race 
at Brainerd International Raceway when 
Cycle Motion Racing’s Aaron Yates 
pulled a premature wheelie to celebrate 
the victory he let slip away. The race 
went to Erion Racing by 0.002-of-a-sec- 
ond, but there was some thought the 
wrong team was given the win. It was a 
strange end to a good race, one that saw 
three teams vying for the lead up to the 
gas stops, and then two teams going 
right down to the flag. 

“Т thought I got him,” said Yates, 
who teamed with Mark McDaniel on the 
team's Suzuki GSXR1100. "I looked 
back and didn't see him anywhere the 
previous lap. I took it easy the last lap." 

His lap times bear him out. He 
entered the 34th and final lap with 
nearly a two-second cushion. But his 
final lap time was nearly that much 
slower than his time for the 33rd, and 
Pegram was able to close right up in 
turn 10, the last bend on the course. 
Pegram had considered making his 
move there, but waited, instead trying 
to outsprint him to the line. Had Yates 
kept^his head down Pegram's job 
would have been nearly impossible. 
But once Yates lifted his front wheel, 
Pegram pulled out from behind him 
and hesitated slightly when he saw the 
AMA's flag man Duke Pennell, who 
normally flags from the middle of the 
track at the finish line here. Pennell 
moved slightly to his left, then stopped, 
and Pegram sped between him and the 
inside of the track. 

“1 almost passed him (Yates) in the 
last corner, but I didn't want to throw it 
all away," Pegram said. "I was right 
behind him and I couldn't see ahead. 
When I pulled out I had to swerve to 
miss the flag man. I hesitated a little. l'm 
glad he stood still." 

Pegram and teammate Michael 
Barnes rode the Erion Racing CBR900 
for 34 laps of the three-mile circuit at an 
average speed of 102.133 mph. 

Their win, coupled with Dutchman 
Racing's fourth place, moved them to 
the top of the point standings by one 
point. After seven of 10 races, Erion Rac-

ing leads Dutchman, 213-212. Cycle 
Motion Racing is third with 205 points. 

In third place, about 46 seconds back 
after being in the hunt for the first half 
of the race, were Ebsco Media's Suzuki 
GSXR1100-equipped Gerald Rothman 
Jr. and David Deveau. Their chance of 
finishing near the leaders was hurt 
when they chose to take on gas at the 
rider change. Though they only 
dropped two gallons in, it was enough 
for them to lose their spot at the front. 

Dutchman Racing was a distant 
fourth, racing a nearly stock Yamaha 
FZR1000 engine after they broke the 
transmission on their race engine. Nick 
Ienatsch rode the opening shift, fol- 
lowed by Fritz Kling. 

Fifth and sixth place went to the two 
Keystone/Northstar Racing teams. Both 
were Yamaha FZR1000-mounted, with 
Dan Turner doing double duty. He 
teamed with Mario DuHamel on the 
fifth place bike and joined Gary 
Lenzmeier on the sixth place machine. 

The race began at the end of a dark, 
windy, and cool afternoon and, in very 
short order, it became a three-team race. 
Cycle Motion Racing’s McDaniel, Erion 
Racing’s Barnes, and Ebsco Media Suzu- 
ki's Rothman Jr., made a clean break 
from the pack, the next spots being con- 
tested by Dutchman Racing and Battley 
Cycles. 

The leaders swapped spots on every 
lap, the trio setting a pace that gave 
them better than a 23-second edge on 
fourth by the 10th lap. The consensus 
would later be that the Erion Racing 
bike was the fastest, but that it didn’t get 
through the fast turn one as well as the 
others. 

“This track’s rough on tires. The 
compound we chose limited us on cor- 
ner speed. One and two were pretty 
hairy through there,” Erion’s Barnes 
said. 

“Erion had a bit better runner on the 
straight,” Ebsco Racing Suzuki's Roth- 
man Jr. said. “We had a better bike in 
one and two and by the time we got to 
turn three we were all together. 

On the 12th lap the first of the pit stops 
began. Dutchman’s Kling got on for Ien- 
atsch, the team being mostly custodians 
of their championship position after their 
engine failure on Saturday morning. 

“We lost our transmission this morn- 
ing in the good motor. So we stuck the 
motor in from Devin Battley’s FZR1000, 
with our carbs,” Ienatsch said. “It’s 
maybe 35 horsepower down and it uses 
a five-speed gearbox. That’s tough to 
adjust to.” 

“It’s as stock as they come,” team 
owner Dave Schlosser said. “We pulled 
it out of the street bike today.” 

Kling was on, but would finish more

than a minute behind the winners, the 
last rider on the lead lap. 

The lead teams pitted on successive 
laps, Ebsco Media Suzuki's Rothman Jr. 
the first in, giving way to David Deveau 
on the 19th lap. The next time around 
Pegram took over the Erion Racing seat 
from Barnes and, on lap 22, McDaniel 
handed off to Yates with less than twoj 
minutes remaining in the 40-minute 
window for rider changes. 

The 23rd was the first flying lap for 
all three and Pegram led by nearly six 
seconds from Yates. Ebsco Media Suzu- 
ki's gas stop put them 17 seconds back 
and they were out of the hunt. 

‚ Yates whittled away at Pegram's lead 
and, with about seven minutes to go, he 
took over the point. The next time| 
around he was more than a second| 
ahead, and close to two on the 32nd lap. 
Then came the white flag, with Yates 
again nearly two seconds in front, 
Pegram watching and waiting. He was 
right on the unsuspecting Yates entering 
turn 10, then made his move as they 
raced to the line. 

Deveau was well back in third, 
slowed not only by his gas stop, but also 
by a seat which had come loose. Kling 
rode home next, followed, at some dis- 
tance, by Mario DuHamel of Key- 
stone/Northstar. 

At the end, 13 of the 14 entries were

That didn't happen, and they took 
the white flag with Higbee in front of 
Wait and Bostrom. 

But not for long. At the end of the 
straight Wait drafted Higbee "so hard I 
couldn't hang with him. Matt (Wait) 
must have caught Eric's (Bostrom) 
draft," Higbee said. 

"Going into three on the last lap we 
were three wide.

I 
tried him a couple of times into four, 
then in nine and again in ten," Higbee 





said. “I was sliding both wheels in that 
last corner."

BRAINERD, MN, JULY 16 
andy Renfrow won his first AMA 
R=: in almost five years and imme- 

„diately dedicated the win to two 
fallen comrades, dirt tracker Rodney 
Farris and Yoshimura Suzuki rider Don- 
ald Jacks. 

The Virginian veteran's win came in 
the 125cc Grand Prix, a race he fought 
hard to win, and one that called on all of 
his experience. After swapping the lead 
back and forth with Rodney Fee, the 39- 
year-old Renfrow outfoxed him in the 
final laps, waiting until the last possible 
moment to use a slingshot draft pass 
and pull out a gap that Fee couldn't put 
a dent in. 

At the end of the nine-lap, 27-mile 
race, Renfrow had a 3.979-second mar- 
gin of victory. He averaged 96.005 mph 
en route to to his first win in five years. 
Renfrow last won aboard a Common- 
wealth Honda RC30 Superbike at the 
AMA. National at Willow Springs Race- 
way in September of 1990,

“1 really wanted to win a couple of 
races again," said Renfrow, who was 
seriously injured after the Willow 
Springs win. "I'm dedicating this win to 
Rodney Farris and Donald Jacks. I want- 
ed to win so bad I couldn't believe it. I 
really, really wanted to dedicate a race 
to them." 

Following Fee home, at a distance of 
close to seven seconds, was Moto Liber- 
ty's Masahiro lizuka, who was, like the 
top two, Honda-mounted. Next to cross 
the line were Billy Graef and. Ronald 
Sands. 

With three races to run, Fee leads 
Renfrow by 21 points, 183-162.Graef is 
another 14 points back at 148. 

“1 was real happy to keep up there in 
the points," Fee said. 

From the very start it looked like a 
two-rider race, with Fee leading the 
first lap, Renfrow the second, Fee the 
third, then Renfrow the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth. It was obvious that Renfrow 
was riding the stronger of the two 
machines. Part of that he attributed to 
gearing. 

"This morning we geared the bike 
taller, even with the bad wind," Ren- 
frow said. "I certainly didn't have motor 
on him. At the end of the straight Rod- 
ney was out of steam and I wasn't." 

Because of that Renfrow could stay 
ahead of Fee on the straight, though he 
had to weave back and forth to break 
the slipstream. 

At the end of the seventh lap, Fee ran 
up the inside of Renfrow entering turn 
10, taking the lead briefly. Renfrow ran 
up the right side of the front straight to 
take the lead starting the eighth lap and 
took the white flag with a 1.4-second 
margin. “I think he was planning on me 
going by,” Fee said. 

When they came around to take the 





checkered Renfrow was well in front, 
having sped away after taking the lead a 
lap earlier. 

“When we came out of the last cor- 
ner, we were at the same speed. I want- 
ed to have a working distance on him so 
1 kept sitting up and staying about eight 
bike lengths behind. When I tucked in, 
in fifth gear, I went way by him,” Ren- 
frow said. He also said that he could go 
through turns one and two wide open, 
dropping his knee in turn two for a sec- 
ond to slow the bike down. “On that 
(final) lap, I didn’t come out of the 
tuck,” he said. 

Moto Liberty's Iizuka had pulled out 
to a clean third by the halfway point and 
had a ten-second-plus cushion at the fin- 
ish. 

Billy Graef dropped off as well, with 
Roland Sands, Kevin Murray, and Bryan 
Okubo following in a procession. ‹х

Racing’s Jeremy McGrath and 

Steve Lamson, once again led the 
way in Sunday’s seventh round of the 
AMA 125/250сс National MX Champi- 
onship Series. This time the Red Riders 
got the job done at Kenworthy’s MX 
Park in western Ohio in front of more 
than 12,000 scorched race fans, who 
braved temperatures that hovered 
around the century mark all afternoon. 
The victories marked the fourth outdoor 
win of the year for each rider. 

“These outdoor wins just get better 
and better,” said McGrath, who, in the 
process of finishing first and second in 
his two motos, was able to add five 
more points to his lead over Jeff Emig in 
their 250cc title fight. “I want this title 
and I want to win these races. I wasn’t 
charging too good in the mud in the sec- 
ond moto, but then I just got my act 
together and starting charging.” 

A frustrated Emig, agonizingly close 
to McGrath’s rear fender in both motos, 
ended up third overall behind McGrath 
and defending 250cc National Champi- 
on Mike LaRocco, who led everyone in 
the second moto. Emig’s Yamaha team- 
mate John Dowd was fourth on the day 
(6-4) while World champ Greg Albertyn 
struggled to fifth (4-6) in his first-ever 
visit to Kenworthy. 

Lamson’s fourth straight 125cc win 
was methodical. The 24-year-old Cali- 
fornian took the lead early in both 
motos and was never challenged. Team 
Splitfire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki’s Ryan 
Hughes was second both times out 
while super-consistent semi-privateer 
Mike Brown was again on the podium 
as third overall with a 3-4 score. 

“This week and last week (Red Bud) 
were probably the two best rides of my 
life,” said Lamson, who now has strung 
together a four-moto winning streak 
and made up a huge deficit in the 
National standings. “I’m making more 
and more progress every time. I'm right 
back in the points.” 

One of the biggest surprises in recent 
motocross seasons has to be Brown, who 
now leads the 125cc National Champi- 
onship standings on his Honda of Troy 
motorcycle. Brown, a 22-year-old Ten- 
nessean, took over the points lead from 
an out-of-sync Damon Huffman of 
Team Suzuki. 

"I'm just trying to be real consistent 
in every race and get as many points as I 
can," said Brown, who, like Huffman, 
has yet to win an outdoor event in '95. 
“Tf I can just keep riding fast and smart 
and getting points, I might still be here 
at the end." 

Huffman, the points leader since the 
second round of the series in California, 
could not get it together in Ohio and 
struggled to sixth overall (6-5) on the 
same track that he won last year. How- 
ever, Huffman did not take losing the 
points lead too badly. 

"You know, maybe this is a good 
thing," said the Californian, who has 
recently been unable to consistently 
show the tremendous speed that landed 
him at the top of the points charts in the 
first place. "I don't know what was 
wrong with me before. Maybe I was just 
trying to hold on to the points lead. It 
was just handed to me the whole time. I 
hope this will help me to kick myself in 
the ass again." 

Brown leads with 257 points, fol- 
lowed by Hughes and Huffman (254 
apiece), Lamson (252) and Reynard 
(234). Florida's Tim Ferry DNFed both 
motos to slip out of contention, while 
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(Opposite page) Jeremy McGrath collected 
his fourth 250cc National overall win of the 
series. He now enjoys a 18-point lead over 
Jeff Emig. (Right) Like McGrath, teammate 
Steve Lamson is on a roll, as he recorded 
yet another 125cc National win after 
topping both motos. Lamson is fourth in 
the series standings, just five points 
behind the leader, Mike Brown. 





Frenchman Mickael Pichon had a lack- 
luster day that saw him fall 32 points 
behind the leader. 

McGrath’s lead in the 250cc class has 
grown to 18 points over Emig, 302-284, 
with Kiedrowski and Albertyn fighting 
over third, 224-222. 

The summer-long heat wave that has 
burned up the eastern United States hit 
the western Ohio area with a vengeance 
this weekend, dumping loads of sun- 
shine on the 8th Annual Kenworthy 
Nationals as well as some unexpected 
doses of rain. In fact, Saturday after- 
noon’s 800-rider amateur program had 
to be stopped at the halfway mark after 
a severe thunderstorm left half the track 
under water. Promoter and track man- 
ager Don Kenworthy and his Kenwor- 
thy GP Club crew did an impressive job 
of clearing the water from the track but 
the damage was done. For most of Sun- 
day parts of the track had one fast line 
that was surrounded by mud, which 
made passing a risky option for many 
riders. And a midrace rain and thunder- 
storm made matters even more difficult 
for the riders as the dry, hard-pack lines 
became terribly slick. Still, the cooling 
effect of the shower had to have made 
the muddy going worthwhile for the 
heat-stricken riders. 


250cc NATIONAL 


Albertyn shot into the lead at the 
start of the first 250cc moto with priva- 
teer Honda rider Jean-Sebastian Roy, 
Honda of Troy’s Todd DeHoop, 
McGrath and Noleen/Sizzler/Xtreme/ 
Yamaha’s Larry Ward all in pursuit. For 
one lap Albertyn would lead the field, 
but at the end of lap two it was McGrath 
out front. 

“We went through the whoops 
together but Greg tried the inside line in 
the next turn and I went to the bank on 


the outside,” said McGrath of his pass . 


for the lead. “After that, I just rode the 
race.” When asked about the heat, 
McGrath said it would have been worse 
if he had more pressure than the small 
amount he got from Emig at the end. “If 
I had to battle the whole way I’m sure it 
would've been bad because it's so hot. I 
felt strong but I had to keep telling 
myself to breathe well." 

Ward was in early contention but the 
semi-privateer got pumped up early. 
^My arms went away and rather than 
try to race those guys and crash I just 
slowed down a little bit and got an OK 
result, not great." Ward ended up sev- 
enth. 

Emig had a terrible start and com- 
pleted the first lap ninth. He would 
spend the rest of the moto working his 
way through the pack, arriving in fourth 
with four laps to go. 

“I just didn't have a lot of go in me 
for a while,” said Emig. "At the end I 
wasn't doing anything spectacular, but I 
did finally make up all the ground. I just 
tried not to make mistakes." Albertyn, 
who had been stalking McGrath at a 
small distance throughout the race, 
ended up being the one to make a cou- 
ple of small mistakes, allowing both 
third-place LaRocco and Emig around 
him. Then, with less than a lap to, Emig 
shot past LaRocco going through the 
|mechanic's area to improve to second. 











Emig ran out of time before he got to 
throw any moves on McGrath, who in 
turn was biding his time as the leader 
until the checkered flag fell. LaRocco 
was a disappointed third, followed by 
Albertyn, who tipped over as he 
crossed the finish line. Next across the 
line were Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski, 
and Yamaha's John Dowd and Damon 
Bradshaw, the latter of whom was 
admittedly having problems with the 
heat. 

^] had the pace early but I just got 
tired," said Bradshaw. "I got hot, tired. I 
hope I can do a little better in the second 
moto." 

Bradshaw's wish would not come 
true. After a midafternoon rain storm 
the track was slick and slow. McGrath, 
Albertyn, privateer Mike Jones and 
Emig led the charge, while Bradshaw 
was involved in an early crash. He spent 
the whole moto making up ground, as 
did fellow crasher Kiedrowski, and rose 
to seventh with Kiedrowski right behind 
him. 

Early leader McGrath made his first 
mistake in several rounds when he fell 
on the first lap, surrendering five spots. 
Mud-master Dowd was the new leader, 
but he in turn was caught off guard by 





the changing weather, which dried the 
track out just as quickly as it soaked the 
place. 

"It was slippery and sloppy at the 
beginning because it was raining, but 
then it stopped and those guys had 
some better lines," said Dowd. "They 
were jumping things that I didn't know 
about until they got by me and I was 
like, ‘Oh shit.'" 

Albertyn was in the thick of things 
before falling on the third lap. He was 
replaced in the lead mix by an energized 
Ward, who said that the presence of his 
team manager made all the difference 
between motos. 

“Clark (Jones) is here today and I 
told him some things that I felt were 
wrong with the bike between motos," 
said Ward. "He took care of everything 
and I felt like a new man out there. The 
bike was great and I felt great, so for 30 
minutes I was running right with those 
guys. Then I got tired, but at least I was 
up there for a long time." 

LaRocco passed Dowd at the halfway 
mark and took the lead, and Emig fol- 
lowed him right past his teammate. 
Emig appeared ready to make a move 
on LaRocco for the lead when suddenly 
McGrath passed both Dowd and Emig 








in the Dirty Dozen whoops. The move 
caught everyone by surprise, and for a 
moment it looked as though McGrath 
would go right past LaRocco as well. 
Instead, the race suddenly settled down 
and LaRocco, McGrath and Emig 
crossed the finish line in very close, fast 


. order. 


"That one lap just stoked me out," 
said McGrath. "I passed both of those 
guys and just started really hauling. I 
didn't have to get LaRocco because I 
had the overall. Emig's the guy I need to 
beat. He's fast every week and.the other 
guys are going fast, but I'm getting 
more confident with each race. I’m hav- 
ing fun and I'm giving it a lot of heart. 
That's what it takes." 

"Those guys just went a little bit 
faster than me at the end," said Emig. "I 
have no excuses. I just need to keep try- 
ing harder." 

LaRocco, out of contention for the 
title after missing several rounds with a 
broken arm, was happy about winning 
the moto. “I felt a lot better about win- 
ning that moto than I did the first one,” 
said LaRocco, who led McGrath, Emig, 
Dowd and Ward at the end. "The rain 
really didn't affect the track too much 
and I felt pretty good. I saw that the

leaders weren't getting away so I just 
made some moves and they worked. No 
problems. The week off helped my wrist 
and my strength is getting better. It’s still 
not 100 percent but I’m almost there.” 


125cc NATIONAL 


Hughes and Lamson led the first lap 
of the opening 125cc moto, while the 
Hondas of Chad Pederson and Brian 
Deegan and the Suzuki of New England 
privateer Tony Lorusso gave chase. At 
the very back of the pack was Kawasa- 
ki's Robbie Reynard, who spun himself 
into last place off the starting gate. 

“If I could just get some better starts I 
know my days would be a lot better,” 
said Reynard, who had a good jump but 
spun too much before getting across the 
fallen gate. “After that I just had to pass 
and pass and pass.” 

Suzuki’s Tim Ferry rode in the top 
five for half the race before losing his 
goggles. Then the Floridian mistimed a 
triple jump and crashed. He then made 
an even bigger mistake when he tried to 
crawl off the track in front of F & S 
Suzuki's Denny Stephenson, who was 
trying to avoid the fallen rider. 

"| was trying to get out of the way, 
but I guess I ended up jumping out right 
in front of him," said Ferry, who was 
struck in his upper right arm by 
Stephenson's front wheel. "I might've 
been OK with a twisted thumb with the 
crash alone, but then I thought I broke 
my arm when Denny hit me." 

"I couldn't believe that he dove right 
in front of me," said Stephenson, who 
had his gas line ripped off in the inci- 
dent and was forced out of the race. "I 
had committed myself to my line and 
was not going to hit him. I guess he just 
panicked or something." 

Stephenson would compete in the 
second moto but Ferry went to the hos- 
pital for x-rays that showed no broken 
bones. Unfortunately for Ferry and 
Suzuki, his high title hopes seem com- 
pletely broken now. 

Up front, Lamson wasted no time in 
raiding Hughes' lead position, and by 
the end of the third lap he was in 
charge. Once the lead was secured, 
Lamson went about the business of slic- 
ing his way through lapped traffic and 
getting himself to the finish line

unscathed. He ended up beating a stub- 
born Hughes by about eight seconds. 

“I got off to a decent start and just 
passed those guys and pulled away," 
said the red-hot Lamson, who is now 
back in full title contention after being as 
many as 61 points down earlier in the 
series. "It was real, real hot out there, but 
I kept my head and just worried about 
getting everything right. Now I feel great 
for the second moto because my arms 
don't pump up the second time, only the 
first time. I feel great right now." 

"Usually this track isn't the best for 
me, but I felt OK that time," said Hugh- 
es. "We're having some bike troubles, so 
I'm trying a different cylinder for the 
second moto." 

For much of the race Pederson held 
on to third, having made a breakaway 
with the factory-backed leaders. 
Towards the end of the race, Brown, 
10th off the start, was able to overtake 
Pederson, who nevertheless scored à 
career-high result by crossing the finish 
line fourth. Brown's Honda of Troy 
teammate Mike Craig rode at a steady 
pace throughout the 36-minute moto for 
fifth. Huffman struggled through traffic 
to sixth ahead of Reynard and second- 
best privateer Brian Deegan. 

"A lot of these straights have a path 
only one yard wide, so it's hard to get 
around anyone," said Huffman, who 
could only move up from 14th on the 
first lap to sixth at the end. "Towards 
the middle of the race I was burning up, 
but towards the end I cooled down and 
felt better." 

Pichon's title hopes took a beating at 
Troy. Like fellow Kawasaki rider Rey- 
nard, Pichon had problems with his 
starting technique and rounded the first 
lap in 29th place. He would eventually 
recover 19 positions to finish 10th in the 
moto. A spectacular crash in the Dirty 
Dozen in the second moto slowed his

recovery from another bad start and 
kept him down in 11th for eighth overall 
on the day. 

Pederson's fine day looked even bet- 
ter when he outdragged everyone down 
the longest start straightaway for the 
second-moto holeshot. However, Lam- 
son and Hughes were right behind him. 
Within a lap and a half, Pederson would 
be back in third, while Lamson and 
Hughes went about the business of lead- 
ing the race. 

^I had a few problems at the begin- 
ning because those guys were tripling 
things that I wasn't, and it took me a few 
laps to get into my race," said Pederson, 
who's eventual fifth-place overall finish 
was his best ever. "After that I got the 
jumps down and I stayed kind of with 
them until about the halfway mark. Then 


_the heat really got me - it took its toll." 


Hughes kept Lamson honest for half 
the race but when a surprise rainstorm 
drenched the track halfway through the 
moto, Hughes lost the leader in lapped 
traffic. He let-Lamson go, content with 
second and the knowledge that he was 
making up points on the rest of the 
national field. 

“1 was too cautious in the rain and 
then I fell down," said Hughes. "Lam- 
son's riding real good and I'm just look- 
ing forward to the rest of the series. I feel 





good and there’s some tracks I really like, 
so I'm going after that number one.” 

“J just rode the outside lines and 
stayed away from all that slick stuff,” 
said Lamson. “The slick spots got really, 
really slick. I just felt real good before 
and after the rain." 

Further back, Reynard was putting in 
a fierce fight to make up for yet another 
terrible start, this time about 25th. By 
the halfway mark he was up to sixth, 
but he carried his progress all the way 
through to third at the finish to keep his 
own title hopes alive. 

"I'm in fifth place in the points and I 
don't know how far behind I am," said 
Reynard. “I’ve been working hard. I just 
need to get some starts." 

Brown rode to a smart fourth after 
picking up a back wheel full of banners, 
which slowed his bike enough to pre- 
vent him from making all of the jump 
combinations. However, the bad weath- 
er kept just about everyone else from 
doing any better and he ended the day 
with the championship points lead. 

“My motorcycle started missing a lit- 
tle bit and I had banners in the back 
wheel that really slowed me down," 
explained Brown. “I think the ignition is 
going out of it, so I'm just glad to finish. 
It kept popping and cracking and dying. 
We'll have it fixed for next week." 

Huffman had a few problems and fell 
once, but still rode across the finish line

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AMA Grand National Championship Series

HAGERSTOWN, MD, JULY 15 
f anything, the 1995 AMA 
Grand National Championship 
Series will be remembered as 
the most competitive in nearly a 
decade of racing. Gone are the 
days of the classic, albeit tire- 
some, Scott Parker/Chris Carr battles 
for the championship, and in their place 
is a wide-open, knock-down, drag-out 
battle for the coveted Grand National 
Championship crown. 

Sure, Parker and his factory Harley- 
Davidson continue to be the strongest of 
the title hopefuls, but the six-time 
champ has a lineup of hungry riders 
nipping at his heels and has been forced 
to take his share of lumps thus far in '95. 
Of the 10 races run, Parker has won 
“only” three. Though he is the win- 
ningest rider, his domineering win/lose 
ratio has tapered off considerably. Seven 
other riders have joined Parker as win- 
ners this season, and of those seven, 
three are first-time winners. A new 
breed of flat trackers is on the rise, and 
many insiders are thanking their lucky 
stars. New faces and new teams on top 


may be just what America's oldest 
motorcycle racing series needs to regain 
its share of the spotlight. 

The latest addition to the sport's elite 
is USC Racing's hard-charging Kevin 
Varnes. The tall, lanky Pennsylvanian 
has long_been touted as an up-and- 
comer by many, and lived up to that 
billing on Hagerstown Speedway’s slip- 
pery clay half-mile oval. Only 21, 
Varnes is young by dirt track standards, 
but the third-year Expert rode with the 
maturity and grace of a veteran as he 
steadily inched away from his rivals. At 
the finish line, Varnes' smooth style had 
allowed him to establish a full straight- 
away's lead. 

"I've been pumped up since January, 
but I really knew that I was in the hunt 
tonight from the first practice session," 
said Varnes, who competes aboard the 
same Johnny Goad-tuned Honda RS750 
that propelled Ricky Graham to the 1993 
Grand National Championship. “The 
bike is unbelievable. Johnny had it set 
up just perfect. I felt as if all I had to do 
was get on it, and it would do the rest 
for me." 

As usual, the conditions at the event - 
this year billed as the First Annual Rod- 
ney Farris Memorial Hub City Classic -

favored the higher-revving Honda 
RS750 engines. At 32, Garvis Honda's 
Rich King can hardly be considered a 
youngster, but is nevertheless enjoying 
the most successful season of his career. 
The quiet Iowan did his best to match 
Varnes' pace, but would be forced to 
settle for second at the line, matching his 
best-ever National finish. 

“I had a good start, but Kevin had a 
great start,” said King. “I did all I could 
to stay with him, but he was just on rails 
tonight." 

Rounding out the top three and 
claiming top Harley-Davidson honors 
was... No, not Scott Parker, but the ven- 
erable Jay Springsteen. The ageless Bar- 
tels’ Harley-Davidson rider held second 
early on, and after being overtaken by 
King, proceeded to dog him all the way 
to the finish line. Springer was consis- 
tently faster than King entering and 
through the middle of the corners, but 
his XR750 was no match for his oppo- 
nent's traction-grabbing RS750. 

“Man, those Hondas really hook up 
here," said Springsteen, who also cap- 
tured the win in the 15-lap Harley- 
Davidson 883 National. "I could get past 
Rich going in but he would just split on 
the way out. Hey, it was a Honda track

tonight, but I’m proud as hell to be the 
fastest Harley rider." 

Completing the Honda "theme" was 
fourth-placed Will Davis. The R&R Rac- 
ing pilot did all he could to increase his 
pace as the night wore on, but his efforts 
yielded only a lonely ride home in 
fourth place. Finishing well behind 
Davis but getting the best of an intense 
five-rider battle for fifth was another up- 
and-comer, Moroney's Harley-Davidson 
rider Mike Hacker. The Virginian bat- 
tled his way to through the pack and 
eventually finished comfortably ahead 
of the rest, and like King - equaled his 
best-ever Grand National finish. 

But what happened to Parker? The 
sole factory rider in the field fought all 
night long, failing to find the right com- 
bination of bike setup and rider tech- 
nique, and finished a lowly - for him - 
10th. ^I just struggled tonight, for the 
second week in a row,” said a somber 
Parker. "Hey, if we knew what we were 











doing wrong, we'd be fixing it. I just 
couldn't get going in the right direc- 
tion." 

Still, Parker continues to control the 
series point lead. Parker's 10th, com- 
bined with King's second, saw the title 
chase tighten up considerably, as Parker 
now only enjoys an eight-point lead over 
King, 103-95. Springsteen's '95 comeback 
Charge has vaulted him back into third 
with 88, while Davis moved into fourth 
with 83. Early-season title contender 
Steve Morehead suffered through yet 
‘another painful evening after last week's 
horrendous crash in Michigan, and after 
pulling off with sore groin muscles on 
the 18th lap, was credited with 15th 
place. He dropped from third to fifth in 
the points race, and has 78. 

Miserable temperatures that stayed 
above the 100-degree mark and stifling 
humidity prompted AMA Dirt Track 
Manager Bruce Bober to question sever- 
al of the top riders about their opinion 
of a shortened main event. Twenty-lap 
half-mile Nationals had been run in the 
past, and after receiving the thumbs up 
from all involved, five laps were cut 
from the Grand National. Would it have 
made a difference in the final outcome 
of the race? All who witnessed Varnes' 
dominant ride would surely have the 
Same answer: Not a chance. 


HEATS 


Lancaster Harley-Davidson's Kenny 
Coolbeth Jr. was the fastest off the line 
in the first of four 10-lap heat races, each 
of which offered only two direct transfer 
positions. The 1994 AMA Rookie of the 
Year enjoyed the lead for only three 
laps, however, as the rejuvenated 
Springsteen ran him down by using a 
high line in turns one and two. While 
Coolbeth seemed content to stay low on 
the groove, Springsteen threw caution to 
the wind and rode through the middle 
of the corners as he raced on past and 
into the lead. Coolbeth stayed stuck to 
Springsteen's tail section, but was 
unable to mount a challenge before 
Steve Feracci's checkered flag flew. The 
teenager did, however, try to pass the 
veteran high in three and four on the 
last lap. Needless to say, it didn't work. 
TCR Racing's Kevin Atherton got the 
best of Undo's Brett Landes for a distant 
third, but they, as well as the rest of the 
field, would be back in a semi. 

"You can go a little high in one and 
two, but the bottom is still the best in 
three and four," said Springsteen. "As 
the night goes on some moisture might 
come up in three and four. If it does, I'll 
be up higher there, also." 

Heat two offered a preview of things 
to come, as Varnes rolled to the line 
aboard his USC Racing/Johnny and 
Sarah Goad/KK/Penn State Cycles/ 
Cycle Shack/Shoei-backed Honda. It 
was Morehead, though, who timed the 
start best and led into turn one. Varnes 
waited only one lap to work past the 
Findlay Flyer, striking with a low line 
through three and four. As Varnes raced 
past Morehead, he slipped ever so 
slightly, causing Morehead to take eva- 
sive action that also allowed Davis to 
sneak past. 

“When I got inside of Steve, he kind 
of waved me on by, I think," said 
Varnes. "Well, he didn't need to tell me 
twice, so I went for it." 

"Kevin was running her in there, and 
I figured what the hell,” said Morehead. 
"Being hurt and all, I just want to make 
the show." 

Once into the lead, Varnes pulled a 
disappearing act and would greet the 
checkered flag with a half-straightaway 
lead over Davis. Morehead did all he 
could to retake the last direct transfer, 





but Davis fended him off just long 
enough. 

King sped off the line with the lead 
in heat three, but it was Hacker who 
grabbed most of the early-race attention. 
After starting sixth, the youngster 
blitzed turns one and two and emerged 
in second. While King raced off uncon- 
tested, USC Racing’s Terry Poovey set- 
tled in behind the flashy Hacker and 
waited for an opening. Poovey’s chance 


came on lap five, and he overtook Hack- _ 


er as they raced into turn one. Hacker, 
however, held it wide open down the 
back straightaway and surprised the lik- 
able Texan with a pass of his own. 
Poovey retook second on lap seven, but 
was again surprised by Hacker on the 
final lap. The diminutive rider held it 
wide open into turn three, and passed 
Poovey on the higher line. 

“I knew I could get him in three and 
four, so I waited,” said Hacker. “I tested 
it a couple of times before the last lap, 
and it worked when it needed to.” 

“Once I got out front I actually tried a 
bunch of different stuff,” said King. 
“Man, Springer made the high line look 
easy, but you won't see me up there. I 
can't hook up on top, so ГЇЇ be staying 
low." 

The final heat race was delayed when 
hometown rider Rusty Rogers crashed 
on the second lap and brought the red 
flag out. The former Hagerstown winner 
was able to repair his Bob Norfleet Rac- 
ing Harley-Davidson in time for the 
restart, but was obviously shaken. 

Holeshot artist Aaron Hill jumped 
out front into his usual position on the 
restart, and the semi-retired Californian 
made easy work of the field aboard his 
Gardner Harley-Davidson in what 
would be a relatively uneventful race. 
Wiebler's Harley-Davidson rider Davey 
Camlin came home second, despite 
some inspired charges from F&S 
Harley's James Hart. 

"That's the best Гуе felt since I came 
back," said Hill. "We'll just have to see 
if I can ride as good in the National. If I 
don't get some finishes soon, I just may 
slip back into the retired mode." 


SEMIS 


Morehead and Parker scrapped for 
the win in the first eight-lap semi, and it 
was Morehead who eventually gained 
the upper hand. After sticking his foot 
and straining his sore groin muscles sev- 
eral times in the heat race, Morehead 
was looking a little worse for wear in 
the pits, but he didn't show it on the 
track during the semi. Parker was half a 
straightaway behind at the finish, but 
well ahead of third-placed Landes, who 
nabbed the final transfer position.

1-96 Half Mile winner Steve Beattie 
gained control of the lead in the second 
semi and went on to score a convincing 
win. The multi-time Canadian National 
Champion hoped that his semi win was 
an omen, as he had also won last week's 
semi before going on to win the Nation- 
al. Atherton held down second for most 
of the race with George Roeder II in 
tow, and the two appeared to be headed 
for the National. All hell broke loose, 
however, on the final lap. Atherton 
raced through turns one and two a bit 
lower than he had been, and at the same 
time, Roeder entered the same turns a 
bit hotter. 

"I got in too hot and just couldn't 
miss him," said an apologetic Roeder. 
“He seemed to square it a bit earlier 
than he had been, and I hit his rear sec- 
tion. I thought I was going to go over 
the high side, but somehow I didn't." 

Atherton was spit off his badly dam- 
aged Harley and suffered minor liga- 
ment damage to his left knee. "I didn't 
even see him coming," said Atherton. "I 
had no clue." 

Moroney's Harley-Davidson's Jason 
Fletcher was the benefactor of the fiasco, 
as he slipped past the downed Atherton 
and the flustered Roeder on the final lap 
for second. Roeder held onto third.

Series point leader Springsteen led 
every lap across the start/finish line, but 
was forced to deal with a hard-charging 
Hacker for the first few laps. The scrap- 
py Moroney's Harley rider dogged 
Springsteen in the early going, using his 
hot line down the back straightaway 





and into turn three to momentarily steal 
the lead from the legend. But as the laps 
wore down, Springsteen put his exten- 
sive experience to good use and slowly 
but surely inched away. At the black 
and white, Springsteen was nearly a 
straightaway ahead of Hacker, who in 
turn was several bike lengths ahead of a 
pack consisting of Fletcher, Georgie 
Price IV and James Hart. For Fletcher, it 
was a welcome return to the podium 
after his horrific crash at last year's 
Oklahoma City Half Mile. 

"Those guys stayed close at the start, 
but I just kept her steady and pulled 
away," said Springsteen, who enjoys a 
commanding series point lead over 
Hacker, 141-109. When asked if his sixth 
win of the series was easy, Springsteen 
replied, ^Hell, I have to work hard for 
every win I get nowadays." 

“I just can't figure out how to beat 
that old guy," joked Hacker. "One of 
these days, ГЇЇ sort it out.”

No one was surprised when Hill 
sped off the line with the holeshot, but 
no one was as surprised as Hill when 
his Harley's transmission let go on the 
first lap and relegated him to the role of 
a spectator for the remainder of the 
abbreviated race.

low 24s. Springsteen was second on lap 
one, with King, Davis, Beattie, Camlin, 
Coolbeth and Hacker in tow. 

While Varnes began to establish an 
immediate lead, King latched on to the 
back of Springsteen and the two began 
to pull away from Davis. It wasn't until 
the halfway flags came out on lap 10 
that King was able to find his way past 
Springsteen, and he did so on the low 
line in turns one and two. Springsteen 
wasn't easily discouraged, and went on 
to hound King for the remainder of the 
race. Springsteen held the advantage 
going into the corners, but King was 
unbeatable on the exits. 

“I was all over Rich, but I couldn't do 
nothing with him," said Springsteen. 
“With five laps to go I thought, "Well 
goddamn, I'd better do something.’ I 
was milking it out of the corners, trying 
to hook up, but there was no beating 
him." 

By the time the checkered flag came 
out, Varnes had pulled well clear of the 
field, and enjoyed a substantial lead. As 
he raced into turn one, King was barely 
exiting turn four. 

"] didn't start to get nervous until the 
very end," said Varnes. "I was waiting 
for someone to come by, but they never 
came. I didn't know I had such a big 
lead until the last lap, when I finally 
looked back." 

When asked what was going through 
his mind in his final trip around the 
track, Varnes chuckled and replied, 
^Well, I was making sure I got set up 
real good for a wheelie across the finish 
line." 

And a spectacular wheelie it was. 
Varnes carried his front wheel out of 
turn four and nearly into turn one as he 
raced to the first Grand National win of 
his career. King was second, with 
Springsteen right on his tail. 

“I don't know how many times Jay 
passed me into the corners. Man, did he 
keep me honest," said King. "He would 
go in high and hard, but I was able to go 
low and get him on the way out." 

Davis was all alone in fourth, well 
behind Springsteen, and comfortably 
ahead of the rest. 

After battling with Beattie, Camlin, 
Jones and Poovey, Hacker was able to 
make a break for it in the closing laps 
and finished a solid fifth. 

“We were all faster in different spots 
of the track, so it was hard to really get 
an advantage," said Hacker of his battle 
with the four others.."I was happy to 
finally get away from them. This is awe- 
some." 











Camlin crossed the finish line sixth 
with Jones, Poovey and Beattie trailing. 
Poovey's ride was credible, as he started 
on row three and charged all race long. 
His final pass came on the 18th lap, 
when he dived under Beattie for eighth. 
Last week's winner, Beattie, struggled 
with a poor chassis setup, and was dis- 
appointed to finish ninth. 

“I thought I was headed toward 
the front again at first," said the per- 
sonable Canadian. “I made the mis- 
take of not changing the bike for the 
main. I like to ride when the front end 
pushes and slides, but it stuck like 
glue in the main. I can't ride when it's 
like that." 

Parker followed at a distance, round- 
ing out the top 10. с

When asked if that was the most he'd 
ever won at once, Varnes agreed. Little did 
he know... 





For his win in the Grand National, Kevin 
Varnes collected $4500 of the $31,000 
purse. Runner-up Rich King made $2850, 
while third-placed Jay Springsteen earned 
$2100. Springsteen also collected the wín- 
ner's $1000 share of the $5000 883 class 
purse. A full house of 8500 spectators 
enjoyed the race action.

ABENSBERG, GERMANY, JULY 8 
anish veteran Tommy Knudsen 
salvaged his immediate Grand 
Prix future with a stunning victory 
at the German Grand Prix in 
Abensberg - just edging out his fellow 
countryman Hans Nielsen in the A 
Final. 

“It’s my birthday soon, so this is a 
great early present for me,” said Knud- 
sen. “It’s one of the best moments in my 
career.” 

And, once again, America’s Billy 
Hamill hit the heights of the rostrum 
with a determined third-place finish in 
the A Final to add to his victory in Aus- 
tria three weeks previously. Hamill took 
great pride in talking about his perfor- 
mance. 

“This is a great result for me,” Hamill 
said.” It means that I’ve been on the ros- 
trum in the two full Grand Prix meet- 
ings that I have had.” 

But Hamill's fellow Americans Sam 
Ermolenko and Greg Hancock struggled 
for consistency, and they had to settle 
for a place in the C Final which meant 
they were well down the field. 
Ermolenko continued to have problems 
with his machinery. His engines were 
once again not as quick as he would 
like, and his hectic racing schedule has 
meant that he is not having the best of 
times to work on it. 

Abensberg is a big, flat track which 
could quite easily produce processional 
racing, but that was not the case when 
the GP boys came to town as every rider 
gave his all and again demonstrated the 
Skill and quality involved in such a 
prestigious meeting. 


QUALIFYING HEATS 


Hamill made a dream start in heat 
one as he left reigning World Champion 
and title hopeful Tony Rickardsson from 
the start and got his head down to roar 
to victory. Rickardsson was forced to 
pass Craig Boyce with a brave dive, but

from this good start it was obvious that 
Hamill was set for a memorable night. 

On the other side of the coin, Han- 
cock was in trouble at the start of heat 
two. Sporting new GTS Kevlar race 
clothing, Hancock was wound up to do 
well, but it seemed to work against him 
as the master himself, Nielsen, swept 
into the first turn with the lead. Han- 
cock had just jumped at the gate, which 
affected his concentration, and he failed 
to recover from it. He trailed in last 
behind Nielsen, Tomasz Gollob and 
Andy Smith, which meant he had plenty 
of work to do later in the event. 

And Ermolenko, looking for a good 
start to boost his GP confidence, didn't 
get it as he missed out in an early heat- 
three tussle with Knudsen. The Dane 
edged out Ermolenko, and Swedish star 
Henka Gustafsson then made a bold 
move to relegate Ermolenko to third 
place. 

German wild card Gerd Riss was

extremely impressive. His long-track 
ability obviously helped him on the big 
Abensberg track and his laid-down 
engine was very sharp. This was 
demonstrated as early as heat four when 
he easily beat Mark Loram and Marvyn 
Cox - Loram passed Cox for second. 

Controversy surrounded heat five 
when Gollob and Cox produced a 
thrilling race, but Gollob was not very 
happy with some of the moves Cox 
made. When the Pole told Cox this in 
the wind-down lap, Cox decided to 
react in an aggressive manner which 
was great for the crowd. 

World Champion Tony Rickardsson 
hardly had a memorable night as he 
crashed later in the meeting and suf- 
fered a retirement in his second ride - 
heat six. Rickardsson blew an engine 
when he placed third behind Hancock 
and Mark Loram. The mishap handed 
Ermolenko, who was well behind the 
leaders, an extra point. 











Heat nine must have felt strange fo 
Hancock and Hamill, who developed a 
reputation as being the best pair in the 
British league while riding for Cradle 
Heath. But this time they were against 
each other, and there were no favors 
asked or given. It was Hamill who man 
aged to edge out his close friend Han 
cock with Riss third and the unfortunate 
Jan Staechmann stopping with bike 
problems. 

Hancock's second place was perhaps 
more important then Hamill's win as it 
put him at four points with a couple of 
rides left, and presented him witha 
chance to reach the B Final. 

Rickardsson made a tremendous 
recovery in heat 10, going from third 
to first with Gollob going the other 
way. This really was a brilliant race ag 
Gollob was on the wrong end of somd 
rough treatment from the other me 
and was relegated to the back. Hg 
tried everything, but if he went widd 
someone would take him on the 
inside, and if he rode the inside line 
he would be taken on the boards 
Rickardsson's win was particular} 
impressive as he kept the gas o 
throughout the four laps, and despitd 
the fact that he had bike problems i 
the previous race, it worked out we 
for him. 

But then drama surrounded heat 18 
when Rickardsson's chances of a plac 


in the A Final went out of the windo 

with a horrific crash which could have 
caused terrible damage to both man and 
machine. Rickardsson went on the out 
side down the back straight, Nielse 
was on the inside and Riss dived 
through the middle. Rickardsson cam 
down heavily at high speed. Nielsen did 
well to avoid a nasty injury and Ris 
went clear. 

But the referee was having none of i 
and called a re-run with the exclusion o 
Rickardsson. The Swede was taken of 
the track by ambulance, but he was no 
badly injured and he was able to tak 
his place in the B Final. Rickardsson’ 
misfortune meant that Nielsen had dong 
enough to build up a clear lead in thg 
championship, and the three-timq 
World Champion put it all into perspec| 
tive. 

“I never like to see guys get hurt апд 
I am very happy to see Tony back in thi 
pits after the accident. That's the mos 





important thing, first of all,” Nielsen 
said. 

Rickardsson refused to complain 
about the decision to exclude him. 
Instead he chose to pay tribute to the 
top three riders in the event. 


GRAND PRIX HEATS 


Australian Craig Boyce, who 
appeared to struggle in the Austrian 
Grand Prix, once again had an off day, 
scoring only three points. But the former 
third-ranked World Championship 
rider salvaged some hope for the future 
Grands Prix with a win over Gollob, 
Havelock and Staechmann in the D 
Final. 

Ermolenko was able to grab a place 
in the C Final with a seven-point tally. 
Greg Hancock made it as well despite 
the fact that the young charger only 
managed five points. 

It looked like Ermolenko might just 
win the race, but Marvyn Cox had just 
too much speed and was a comfortable 
winner at the checkered flag. 

Henka Gustafsson continued his rise 
up the Grand Prix ranks with victory in 
the B Final over Smith and Louis. 
Rickardsson was clearly in some dis- 
comfort and was forced to pull out. 

Then came the drama of the A Final 
with America’s hopes resting again on 
Hamill. However, it was Knudsen who 
roared from the start and outpaced 
Nielsen. 

“I knew I was under pressure to do 
well here tonight because I was at risk of 
going out of the next one after missing 
Austria,” Knudsen said afterward. “I 
have just had a new engine, and it’s the 
fastest thing that I've ever ridden. I wish 
I could have had it two or three months 


Nielsen was satisfied to finish on the 
rostrum yet again. 

. “Obviously I can't hide my delight at 
the fact that I am ahead in the champi- 
onship,” Nielsen said “It would be nice 
to win one along the way, but as long as 
I am on top at the end of the series that’s 
the main thing for me." 

Hamill had to come from the back to 
pass Riss in breathtaking style to pick 
up third and 17 more Grand Prix points. 

“I am so proud to be a part of this 
event," Hamill said. "Ole Olsen is doing 
a great job as Race Director and the 
whole project is proving to be a big suc- 
cess. I'm not just saying that because T 
have had a couple of good meetings. 
The guys who aren't having a good time 
are also full of praise for the new cham- 
pionship." CN

My original plan was to 
just stay close to the front, save my ener- 
gy, and try to be there at the finish, but," 
he grinned, "sometimes things don't go 
like you plan them." 

The start of the race saw Rodney 
Smith lead the charge into the woods, 
leaving the other 269 riders entered in 
the race to battle dense dust on a very 
dry starting-line straightaway. Sum- 
mers and Plessinger were right on 
Smith's rear fender, dodging the worst 
of the dust cloud by tucking in close 
behind. A mix-up with course markings 
gave Plessinger the lead just before the 
three riders dived into the thick Mis- 
souri woods after a non-scored trip 
through the barrels. 

“I was leading on the first lap,” said 
Smith. “Things were looking pretty 
good, and then I got messed up by the 
course markings. They had ribboned off 
part of our course for the ATV race on 
Saturday, but forgot to take it down for 
the motorcycles. I was sick all last week, 
and hadn't felt healthy enough even to 
prewalk the course, so I got messed up 
trying to figure out where I was sup- 
posed to go. Plessinger just rode right 
through it and took off, so Summers and 
I had to play catch-up.” 

The three riders blasted down wood- 
ed trails still muddy from rains that had 
fallen several days before. Any trail 
exposed to the blistering Midwestern 
sun was soon dusty and rock-hard, but 
shaded portions of the trail were, at 















best, tacky. In places they were outright 
slimy. 

“I like riding in the mud,” said 
Plessinger, “so the slimy trails at the 
beginning of the race didn't bother me 
at all. There were a couple of mudholes 
that got ugly, and some uphills that rut- 
ted out real bad, but overall it was a 
good course." 

Smith quickly got back on track after 
the course marking mix-up and chased 
after the fast-disappearing Plessinger. 

Just as he was making major 
progress, Smith crashed and got hung 
up on a log. While trying to free his 
bike, he inadvertently pushed it in front 
of the hard-charging Summers. 

“It was an accident,” said Summers. 
"Rodney was trying to get his bike off 
the log before I got there, and I just got 
there sooner than he expected. He kind 
of pushed it out in front of me, we got 
tangled up, and neither of us could get 
our bikes restarted. We were both kick- 
ing like crazy because we knew that 
Scott (Plessinger) was really putting 
time on us." 

Plessinger suddenly found himself 
all alone in the lead on only the first lap 
and decided to capitalize on his good 
fortune. Fearing that his bout with the 
flu would leave him short on 
endurance, he proceeded to put as much 
distance and time between himself and 
Summers and Smith as possible. 

“I was kind of surprised to get the 
lead so soon,” said Plessinger, “especial- 
ly when I didn't really want it so early 
in the race. It didn't seem like anybody 
was pushing real hard on that first lap. 
Compared to some nationals, it was 




































































kind of a moderate pace, but when Scott 
and Rodney went down I figured Га 
better take advantage of the opportuni- 
ty. I kind of cranked it up and put as 
much on them as I could. I fell four 
times on the first lap alone, but decided 
I wanted all the spare room I could get, 
in case I wore out toward the end. Even- 
tually I built a two-minute lead, and 
managed to keep it right to the end.” 

Summers and Smith tried their best 
to reel in Plessinger, but the Missouri 
heat, a rough trail, and other factors 
combined to keep them several minutes 
off the front-runner’s pace. 

"It was a rough track, really physical- 
ly demanding,” said Smith. “I haven’t 
really been able to train for a couple of 
weeks, because I was sick, and it 
showed.” ^ 

“I knew that Plessinger would be 
tough, but I kind of figured this race 
would be between me and Summers," 
he continued, grinning. “I was planning 
to use the motocross section of the 
course to pass him if it was close, but 
Plessinger got so far ahead that it was 
‘never a race for first.” 

Steve Leivan, AA rider from Eldon, 
Missouri, finished fifth after a late-race 
battle with AA riders Leigh Letellier 
and Chris Thiele. After working his way 
through the pack after a two-kick start, 
Leivan forced his Surdyke Yamaha- 
‘sponsored WR250 past Letillier and 
Thiele on the very last lap. 

“I was working hard all day, no let- 
up," said Leivan. "The ruts got bad and 
the creek crossings got to be a real chal- 
lenge. But I like this kind of tight woods 
so I knew that if I stayed on it I'd do 
OK." 

Two other top pro riders carded 
DNFs for the Kahoka race. Fred 
Andrews battled back from a multi-kick, 
dead-last start only to break his chain 
far from the pits. Pushing the bike back 
to civilization in the muggy Missouri 
heat did little to make him feel good 
about his trip to the Heartland. 

Randy Hawkins suffered several set- 
backs but was gaining ground fast when 
his Suzuki ended his race for the day by 
blowing its head gasket. The southern 
gentleman, always upbeat, had battled 
back from a first-lap flat tire to within 
one minute of the leaders when his 
engine began doing unpleasant things. 

"I was dead last after I got the flat 
tire fixed. All the AA riders had passed 
me," Hawkins said. "I was more than 
three minutes down, but I really went 
for it, and made up two minutes in just 
a couple of laps. I was only a minute 
down at the beginning of the fourth lap. 
Then the head gasket blew and that was 
all she wrote." As he walked to 
Plessinger's van to offer his hand in con- 
gratulations; Hawkins grinned: "Yep, 
that blown head gasket is the only rea- 
son Scott even had a chance today. I was 
really cooking" 

The oppressive heat and humidity 
took a toll on a number of amateurs, 
until exhausted riders littered the sides 
of the trail. Even the pros were wearing 
thin by the end of the race, and 
Plessinger admitted that he backed off 
the pace during the last two laps. 

“I slowed down a lot at the end,” he 
said. “I was getting really tired and I 
wanted to kind of catch my breath and 
save a little energy in case Scott or Rod- 
ney made a run at me. But they never 
did, so I just sort of kept an eye open for 
them and rode a medium pace those last 
few laps." 

Summers wanted to make a last-ditch 
effort, but couldn't put one together. 

"I got a little tired towards the end,” 
he said. ^It was a real physical track and 
I just kept making mistakes that eventu-

ally wore me out. That first lap tangle 
with Rodney took a lot of energy out of 
me, and then I fell down a couple more 
times. Every time I started to make 
progress something would happen and 
I'd lose my momentum. I just never got 
rolling like I wanted to." 

Plessinger's win gives him much- 
needed ammunition for the latter half of 
the Hare Scrambles Series. The series 
takes a summer break after the New 
York race, and Plessinger admits it will 
be a challenge for him to grab the cham- 
pionship away from points-leader Sum- 
mers. 

“No matter how Scott or anybody 
else does, I have to ride absolutely per- 
fect,” he said. “No mistakes, absolutely 
perfect, every race. It won't be easy, but 
I'm feeling pretty good about my 





chances. Other than this little bout with 
the flu, I’m feeling really healthy, I’m 
training harder than ever, and the bike 
is working just great." CN

CARLSBAD, CA, JULY 17 
or the second year in a row, 
Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes 
pounded. the competition at Rac- 
ing Enterprises’ 8th Annual Say- 
Ow Commotion By The Ocean. In a Pro 
lineup that featured 125cc through 500cc 
machines, Hughes roosted his KX250 to 
convincing, back-to-back moto victories. 
Except for some early pressure by 
KTM’s Tony Amaradio and some late 
charges by Doug Dubach, Hughes led 
both motos from start to finish hassle- 
free. “I just jumped out in front and rode 
my own,” said Hughes following the 
first-moto win. 
In the Vet Pro class, Dubach was able 
to recover from a first-turn crash and 
another bad start to claim victory.

Dubach battled with the likes of Terry 
Fowler and former 125cc National MX 
Champions Marty Smith and Micky 
Dymond. 

The final round of the Sound Of 
Thunder Series saw Husaberg-mounted 
Terry Fowler sweep the field, winning 
both motos going away. Former 250cc 
MX World Champion Donny Schmit had 
a tough day after having to come from 
behind in both SoT motos on his CCM, 
but he was still rewarded with second 
place. 2 

At the start of the first 20-minute 
moto, Hughes led the field into the first 
turn followed by Mike Brandes and 
Willy Musgrave. Hughes made it appar- 
ent from the start that he would be the 
man to beat. Local favorite Amaradio 
moved into third during the opening 
laps and quickly set his eyes on the 
Kawasaki-mounted Brandes. Back in the

pack, Hughes' teammate Mickael Pichon 
gated poorly and started to ride well 
before running into problems and going 
down. 

“1 was wide open around a rutted 
turn and my foot got hooked up and the 
bike flew out from under me," said 
Pichon. 

The Frenchman was able to regroup 
quickly, but his hopes for his first win at 
Carlsbad were out of reach. By the third 
lap, Hughes had extended his lead, while 
Amaradio was starting to put some pres- 
sure on Brandes. Brandes started to slow 
because of mechanical problems and 
Amaradio easily moved in for the kill. “I 
never got tired during the race, but on 
the second lap my clutch perch came 
loose and my lever was all over the 
place,” said Brandes. 

Back in the field, Dubach was on the 
gas and all over fourth- and fifth-place 
riders Musgrave and Ron Lechien, 
another former 125cc National MX 
Champion. Dubach first picked off 
Lechien and continued his charge past 
Musgrave, Brandes and finally Amara- 
dio. Once Dubach had control of second, 
there was по way. to close the gap on 
Hughes. By the finish, Hughes. had 
pulled out a 15-second lead over Dubach 
and Amaradio. 

In the second moto, Pichon pulled the 
holeshot over Hughes and Amaradio. 
From the start of the first lap, Hughes 
was all over Pichon. On the uphill, the 
two teammates were side by side as 
Hughes made the mad dash down the 
ultrafast downhill to take the lead. Hugh- 
es made it look easy and instantly started 
to pull away. "The track was getting 
rough, but there were still a few good 
lines out there," said Hughes. 

Pichon was hampered with more bad 
luck in the second moto as the slick 
Carlsbad surface took him to the ground 
once more. The Eastern Regional 125cc 
SX Champion, Pichon, remounted but 
would eventually finish back in the pack. 

During the opening laps, Amaradio 
was riding a great race, and at one point 


'started to reel in Hughes. Amaradio was 


pushing himself to the limit, but Hughes 
soon countered and started to pull back 
out on the KTM rider. Amaradio soon 
realized that his chances for the win were 
all but gone and settled into the second 
spot at a leisurely pace. "I was just trying 
to ride smooth. I think I did well, I nor- 
mally have bad luck here," said Amara- 
dio. 

Back in the pack, Dubach was aiming 
his way through the field after another 
so-so start. "On the first lap, some guy 
fell in front of me and I had nowhere to 
go. By the time I got through everyone 
went by," said Dubach. He slowly picked 
off riders until he had a lock on third 
place. When the checkered flag was out, 





Hughes had cruised in for the win while 
Amaradio and Dubach followed suit. 

In the Vet Pro class, Fowler put his 
KX500 into the front of the pack at the 
start of the first moto, while Dubach 
went down in a heap moments after the 
gate dropped. Dubach had his work cut 
out after remounting in last place. 

Up front, Fowler quickly pulled some 
distance on the field, while Smith, Brett 
Cross and Dymond battled for second. 
Dymond, looking as good as ever, made 
the pass on Cross and set his sights on 
Smith. “I got a little tired out there,” said 
Dymond, who basically hadn't ridden a 
motorcycle in over two years. “I bor- 
rowed James Dobb's bike and the sus- 
pension was a little harsh for me." 

ond made the pass for second as 
Smith started to slow. 


Back in the pack, Dubach was riding 
like a madman, as he sliced his way 
through the field. Dubach flew past 


Smith, then Cross, then went after . 


Dymond. Dubach eventually roosted by 
Dymond for second. At that point, 
Dubach had no chance of catching 
Fowler who was by now long gone. 

Moto two saw Fowler nail the 
holeshot, but this time Dubach was up 
front and quickly moved past Cross for 
second. Dubach was not willing to settle 
for second place and quickly set his 
sights on the leader. Dymond found him- 
self in fourth at the start of the second 
moto, and within a few laps had moved 
into third ahead of Cross. 

Dubach followed Fowler around the 
track until he found a place to make his 
move. Within a few laps, Dubach dove to 
the inside and made the pass. Dubach 
quickly took command of the lead by 
putting some distance between himself 
and Fowler. As the laps progressed, 
Dymond caught up to and passed 
Fowler, but in the end, the pass didn't 
matter a whole lot because Fowler still 
landed second overall behind Dubach.

leading the pack in the first moto. But 
hot on his trail were Gordon Ward, 
Mike Chamberlain and series points 
leader Donny Schmit. Ward ran strong 
for the first few laps until mechanical 
problems slowed his progress. “I don't 
know exactly what happened, but some- 
thing in the shock and the forks broke," 
said Ward. 

Ward started letting riders by, while 
Schmit started to put some pressure on 
Chamberlain, who held off Schmit's 
charge for a few laps before the CCM 
rider roosted past to take second. By the 
time Schmit had control of the runner-up 
slot, Fowler had already built up an 
uncatchable lead, and the final finishing 
order was set with Fowler taking the win 
ahead of Schmit and Chamberlain. 

In the second moto, Schmit and 
Fowler tangled handlebars right after the 
start while near the front of the pack, and 
the end result saw Schmit taking a soil 








sample while Fowler managed to stay on 
top of his bike. "Schmit ran into some 
soft dirt and I thought I could get by on 
the outside, but we hooked bars," said 
Fowler. 

Fowler found himself in fifth but had 
control of second place by the end of the 
first lap. Leading the way was Pete Mur- 
ray.

of the race. Murray's problems weren't 
over yet, as Ward began to challenge 
him. But Murray wasn't going to give in 
easily, as he fought tooth and nail to 
maintain his second-place position.

Parker fights back

BIELSTEIN, GERMANY, JULY 9 
rampas Parker dodged the rocks at 
Bielstein in Germany to move back 
into the lead of the world 500cc MX 
championship point standings with 
an emphatic double victory that also 
happened to be the American's first over- 
all win in the series. A consistent Joel 
Smets finished second overall on a pair 
of third-place finishes and now goes to 
Namur trailing by a slim two points. 

Parker's first-moto win was a tactical 
masterpiece: “The start here is real short 
like in Switzerland, and those four- 
strokes didn’t have enough time to come 
past me after I got the jump on them,” 
Parker said. 

The American exited turn one in 
fourth behind Van Leeuwen, Delepine 
and Svensson, and needed just over a lap 
to storm past all three. Another two laps 
and Parker was long gone and would 
ride his own race in the heat and dust. - 

“Those guys on the four-strokes were 


crying yesterday about the jumps and . 


got three of them cut down. What do 
they want? We could go race motocross 
at Hockenheim if that's how they want it. 
I could have broken a wheel too if Га rid- 
den too hard, but I kept the bike low off 
the seven big jumps which were left." 

In the end few riders went out with a 
broken wheel - Delepine was the most 
prominent, losing sixth place after 25 
minutes when the rear wheel collapsed. 

If it rains at Bielstein, then the lap 
Scorers can't read the numbers, but if it is 
dry the riders are the ones with visibility 
problems. 

"For the first five laps you could see 
nothing in the pack," declared a frustrat- 
ed Dietmar Lacher as he sat in the stream 
running through the paddock, trying to 
cool down after his ride from 23rd to 
ninth. “Once the pack stretched out it got 
a little better, but by then the leaders 
were way out in front. I gambled on the 
inside gate at the start but they came 
across me long before the first turn." 

The battle for second was surprisingly 
good under the circumstances. 

Van Leeuwen had little hope of 
defending it for long, this being his first 
race in nearly two months and he even- 
tually slumped to 25th. Delepine also 
could not withstand the other medal 
candidates, even — his spokes start- 
ed to snap. 

Peter Johansson was the first man 
past, but then he hit problems of his own. 
"I had no sooner taken second place than 
the motor started to misfire. It must be 
the ignition again," said a disappointed 
Johansson. 

arryll King might have been next, 
but he found himself losing three places 
in a single corner. "Martens went under 





me hard. He pushed me wide and Smets 
and van Doorn followed him through. I 
completely lost my rhythm for a few 
laps." 

Jacky Martens' kept second place, 10 
seconds down on Parker, until he started 
to make mistakes. "I started to experi- 
ment with different lines to try closing 
Parker down, but they weren't so good 


and I couldn't find my rhythm again . 


until the last three laps when I started to 
recatch Van Doorn and Smets.” 

Gert Jan van Doorn rode his strongest 
race of the year with a solid charge 
through the pack. “I got a bad start, but I 
knew I could pass them. l've ridden here 
five times now and I know every cor- 

er." Tenth on lap one, the Dutchman 
was second with 15 minutes left in the 
moto. 

Smiets had tucked in behind him after 
being passed earlier in the race. "This 
track is so fast. It is really dangerous in 
the dust. I could follow van Doorn but I 
could see nowhere to try to repass him 
safely and I had to think of my champi- 
onship position." The Husaberg rider's 
advantage over Parker had shrunk to a 
single point. 

Mike Young was storming through 
the pack until someone ran into his rear 
brake disc in a turn and he had to stop 
for adjustments. 

Parker took a repeat win in the second 
moto as Johansson again had ignition 
trouble: ^I holeshot but it started splut- 
tering already on the first lap. In the end, 
the motor cut out and I was pushed 
down to fourth by Parker, van Doorn 
and Lacher. The second time the motor 
died ona climb it just wouldn’t start 
again.” 

Van Doorn stayed close to Parker for 
10 minutes, but then he too lost power, 
thought to be caused by sand in the 
motor, and fell back to seventh. 

Lacher took over second until a late 
pass by Smets, but the German was 
given back the runner-up placing when 
the Belgian’s front wheel washed out 
halfway around the last lap. 

A grinning Parker claimed the credit: 
“He fell for it. When I saw Smets was sec- 
ond I slowed down a little so he would 
get closer, think he had a chance to catch 
me and would crash. It looks like it 
worked.” 

The American was not impressed by 
the Belgian fans: “We haven't got to 
Namur yet and they've already started 
throwing rocks at me. There was a big 
bunch of ‘em in the trees and the last four 
laps rocks were whizzing past my head 
when I went past there!" 

Martens had gone down with 
Delepine at the first turn and quit in dis- 
gust after a few laps, a result of the dust, 
while Shayne King's KTM suffered 
mechanical difficulty. An unfortunate

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PIKES PEAK, CO, JULY 4 
efending champion Clint 
Vahsholtz overcame a derailed 
qualifying dash that cost him a 
front-row start to take the 
Open Pro win by a slim three-second 
margin in the 73rd Pikes Peak “Race to 
the Clouds.” 

Weather would prove to be a factor 
from start to finish in the event. Orga- 
nizers and participants alike battled 
with the adverse conditions over the 
four days of practice and qualifying - 
three of which were outright cancela- 
tions. And during the racing program 
the bikes and cars that had already run 
would be shuttled down to get them out 
of the bitterly cold, windy conditions 
that would prevail on race day. 

Two hours before the start of event, 
the Board members in charge of the race 
huddled in a motor home to hear the 
weather report from the 14,110-foot 
summit. It wasn’t good, and the deci- 
sion was made to shorten the race for 
the first time ever. Instead of finishing at 
the customary altitude, the finish was 
lowered to 12,780-foot-high Devils Play- 
ground - about nine miles from the start 
- immediately following the infamous 
series of switchbacks called “the W's". 
The scramble was then on to move all 
the support equipment from the summit 
four miles up the road, down to Devils 
Playground, set up timing and be ready 
to film and control the finish. 

This was the fifth straight year that 
motorcycles have been included in the 
program, following a 10-year absence. 
This year, along with cars, ATVs and 
modern bikes, the event also included a 
new vintage motorcycle class. 

As expected, the race of the day was 
the Open Pro class, and the $5000-plus 
purse brought out a fine selection of tal- 
ent. 

Qualifying went smoothly for most 
riders in the class, but one notable 
exception was current Pikes Peak 
record-holder Clint Vahsholtz. The local 
resident made a hurried sprocket 
change before the qualifying dash and

failed to readjust the chain. As a result, 
the chain derailed during the run and 
ruined his chance for a front-row start. 
The starting grid is arranged in rows 
of five, and riders are started at one- 
minute intervals with each rider being 
timed individually. With the Wood- 
Rotax rider starting on a later minute 
than his front-running competition, 
there would be no reference for him as 
to his pace in relation the class leaders. 
In the end, though, Vahsholtz turned 
out to be the class of the class, winding 
his way to victory by narrowly defeat- 
ing the other local racer, Paul Zinke of 
Woodland, Colorado, by a slim 3.1-sec- 
ond margin. Third place went to jump- 
ing champion Gary Wells, riding a

Kawasaki, who just edged out Camel 
Challenge winner Davey Durelle by 1.5 
seconds at the line. 

Wells raised a few eyebrows with his 
speed. At one point the rookie even 
passed Pikes Peak veteran Durelle, only 
to realize he was lost running in front on 
the road. Wells backed off and allowed 
Durelle, who was struggling with a poor 
rear tire choice, to lead to within a short 
distance of the finish - there Wells 
would repass him to take the spot. 

Brian Anderson, a frequent winner 
and record holder on the Peak, held off 
national enduro points leader Ty Davis 
on a factory Kawaski. Davis admitted 
that he would have to improve his 
going-sideways skill for his next run on 



















































the mountain, but his sixth-place perfor- 
mance was nonetheless impressive. 

By far the talk of the event, the new 
Vintage class proved not only to pro- 
vide great racing but also served as a 
showcase for some beautiful old 
machinery. 

Eddie Mulder dusted off his old #12 
Triumph and made his now annual trip 
to Pikes Peak. In past years, Mulder had 
come as a mechanic for his fast friend, 
Mickey Alzola. 

Scott Dunlavey took his 1972 Yama- 
ha to score the inaugural win in the class 
by nearly 10 seconds over Mulder's ‘67 
Triumph, and in addition also won the 
best-appearing-bike award. James Sin- 
clair was no threat to the hard-charging 
pair out front, but he did manage third 


in the field of eight on his Rickman Tri 
umph Metisse. Timothy Wolf and 
Charles Wallace rounded out the top 
five. 

Of particular note was Greg Frazier, 
who brought cheers and visions of 
Bobby Hill when he crossed the finis 
line in sixth on his 1936 Indian Sports 
Scout. 

The 250 Pro class found Honda rid 
ing Chuck Lee leading a string of Col- 
oradoans in the form of past state road 
race champ Geoff Cesmat and Stevd 
Elgard. г 

Riding a fast, mistake-free race Do:

Sellards stellar 
at Muddy Creek

rock Sellards had a score to settle. 
Br last time he came to Muddy 

Creek Raceway you might say he 
had a little bit of bad luck. After all, he 
showed up to race armed with three 
motorcycles and none of them stayed 
running long enough to see the finish 
line. This time, at the 11th Annual 
Kawasaki Volunteer State MX Champi- 
onships, Sellards came to Muddy Creek 
well-prepared and wasn’t about to let 
the same bad luck strike twice. As 
things turned out, it did not. In fact, 
quite the opposite was the case. 

Not only did Sellards finish every 
moto he competed in, but the Team 
Green rider won all three of the classes 
he entered, squeaking to victory in the 
125cc B class and smoking to success in 
both the 250cc B and Unlimited Ama- 
teur classes. 

His closest escape came in the 125cc 
B class where he traded 1-2 moto finish- 
es with Robbie Horton. Luckily for Sell- 
ards, he won the important one of the 
two motos - the tie-breaking second 
moto - thus walking away with the 
overall honors in the class. It was a close 
race, though, as Horton matched Sell- 
ards’ every move, lap after lap, but Hor- 
ton was never able to make the all- 
important pass. Nicholas Wey rode an 
inspired race in the first moto after 
crashing on the first lap and working his 
way up through the pack to finish 
fourth. He came back in round two and 
improved to third, which in turn guar- 
anteed him third overall. 

Sellards led every lap of the 250cc B 
motos for the overall win, while Charlie 
Dunaway, who finished third in the 
125сс В bout, came away with second 
overall after posting consistent 2-3 moto 








finishes. Brian Stone cashed in on third 
overall, despite a disappointing sixth in 
the first moto. He more than made up 
for that in the second moto by finishing 
a strong second. 

After finishing second to Sellards in 
the 125cc B class, Horton salvaged a win 
in the Schoolboy class, posting a perfect 
1-1 score. His ride was even more 
impressive when you take into account 
his main foe - Ricky Carmichael, who 
was aboard a smaller Kawasaki KX100. 
Despite the slight power disadvantage, 
Carmichael nipped at Horton's heels in 
both motos but came up a wheel short 
each time. 

Carmichael did cruise to victory in 
the Super and Senior classes, though.

A $6000 purse was up for grabs in 
the Pro (A) classes, and it was none 
other than Muddy Creek’s own Mike 
Brown taking home the lion’s share. The 
Honda of Troy pilot scored wins in both 
the 125 and 250cc A classes. 

In the 125cc class, Brown outran Jim 
Chester and Billy Whitley to the check- 
ered flag, while in the quarter-liter class, 
he finished ahead of former GP rider 
Billy Liles and Paul Currie. Liles also fin- 
ished second in the 25+ A class, one spot 
behind Kevin Walker, and he scored the 
overall win in the 30+ class. CN

veryone expected four-time win- 
E: Bobby Schwartz to reclaim the 

highly coveted "Straw Hat" tro- 
phy during the 15th running of the 
Coors Light Fair Derby at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds, but when the dust 
settled, Steve Lucero emerged with the 
final victory after an unbelievably chaot- 
ic progression of events. 

Ironically, Lucero secured his place 
in the main event by way of the Last 
Chance semi after finishing third to 
Charlie Venegas and Brad Oxley in the 
second Scratch semi. Schwartz trans- 
ferred to the main after a victory in the 
first Scratch semi, while Shawn 
McConnell took second place to earn his 
own ticket to the final. 

The Fair Derby Final was a catalog of 
who's who in American speedway rac- 
ing as Schwartz, Venegas, McConnell, 
Oxley, and Lucero lined up at the start. 
But the race began with a tape exclu- 
sion, credited to Venegas, who was 
lined up on the outside. Both the specta- 
tors and Venegas were highly upset 
with the exclusion, the crowd booing 
and Venegas starting a heated argument 
with the referee. Apparently dissatisfied 
with the referee's explanation, Venegas 
gave the throttle a rebellious crank and 
deliberately tore through the starting 
tapes. He got off his bike to continue to 
shout at track officials, while Oxley took 
advantage of the chaos to kick over 
Venegas' bike. 

"I was trying to keep the crowd 
entertained," Oxley said later. "There 
was a lull.” 

When asked who he thought “really” 
broke the tape, Oxley said, "That guy 
(Venegas) was jumping the tape all 
night long." 

Venegas seemed to think that the 
answer was equally simple. 

“It was obvious," Venegas said. 
"Everyone started moving from the 
inside. On a championship night all 
these guys are ready to go, and I was 
just keyed up. What's fair for one 
should be fair for all. I’m above all of 
this right now. My wheels are turning 
toward the British League.” 

When the remaining riders again 
lined up at the gate, Schwartz manned 
the pole with hopes of a third consecu- 
tive Fair Derby win. But those hopes 
were dashed a moment later as he came 
together with Oxley and McConnell in 
the first turn, Oxley high-siding 
Schwartz in a crash that the two-time 
U.S. National Champion later called 
“horrific.” 

Oxley and McConnell stood up 
almost immediately, but Schwartz 
remained on the ground. Schwartz’s 
team brought out a second bike while 
Schwartz was being tended to by para- 
medics and fellow racer McConnell, but 
when Schwartz at last rose to his feet it 
was only to inform the announcer that 
he had broken his collarbone. 

With all of the chaos preceding it, the 
final itself proceeded uneventfully. The 





Lucero Machinery / Arai/Tint Doctor/

sored Lucero took the lead right from 
the start and held the front position 
throughout the race, adding this win to 
his Fair Derby victory of 1989 and join- 
ing the likes of Schwartz and Mike Faria 
as a repeat winner of the event. 

“I knew I had a good chance when 
(the crash) put dirt on the blue groove," 
Lucero said. “I got the right line with 
Brad (Oxley), who's the toughest on the 
blue groove." 

Oxley took second place, but not 
happily. 

"Second is no good," Oxley said after 
the race. "It (Oxley's earlier win in the 
Handicap feature) doesn't matter com- 
pared to the Derby Final. Every time 
something happened it just got worse 
and worse. I wanted to win, but I’m 
happy just to survive. There are five rid- 
ers, and only one can win. It's just good, 
hard racing." 


Andy Northrup was quick to grab. 


the lead in the Handicap main run prior 
to the Fair Derby Final, and Venegas 
grudgingly took up second position as 
Mark Hannah settled into third. Vene- 
gas bumped Northrup going into turn 
one in an attempt to send him wide, but 
the attempt proved to be unsuccessful 
as Venegas was carried wide with 
Northrup, thus giving Oxley the chance 
to slip underneath both riders in turns 
three and four. McConnell managed to 
pass into second position, and Northrup 
held third until getting passed by Gary 
Hicks, who slipped into third place just 
as the NJK Leathers/Russell Racing/ 
Stanléy's Exhaust Tech/Cirello Rac- 
ing/Coors Light-backed Oxley crossed 
the finish line in first place with 
McConnell right behind him. 

The Support main saw two restarts, 
the first after Tony Wood crashed into 
David Taylor and a second crash in 
which it appeared that Taylor took 
down Joe Erhardt and one other rider. 
No one was injured and the race ended 
with Taylor, Randy Skinner, and 
Erhardt finishing in first through third 
place, respectively.

Flat trackers hit Willow

Unlike the old days when you could use one 
bike for all forms of competition, times have 
changed, but there are some bikes that could 
theoretically be used for different types of racing 
with minimal changes. 

For instance, if you fitted a front brake to a 
600cc flat tracker single, you could perhaps 
make a nice supermotard-style formula singles 
racer. Urged by such thinking and a letter sent 
out by Ron Wood Racing, half a dozen flat track 
racers hit the Novice class taught by the Willow 
Springs Motorcycle Club at Willow Springs 
International Raceway to perhaps pursue road 
racing with the dirt track machines they already 
had.

None of the flat track racers had ever been 
on a road course. Two had never ridden a street 
bike, and all laughingly confessed to having the 
urge now and then to stick a foot out. After 
passing the road racing school, the racers took 
their place on the grid Sunday, with Jim Kesler 
on the pole position. At the start, Kesler held off 
Elliott Iverson, who in turn kept Gerald Tenret 
from gaining any ground. Kesler would go on to 
take the win over Iverson and Tenret. Further 
back, Wayne Warrington, on an aging Honda 
XR600 brought up the tail end of the flat track 
pack but still managed to beat someone else in 
the 500cc Novice class. 

In light of the results of the first attempt to 




















get this new class off the ground. Ron Wood 
declared before leaving that he'd get 20 guys out 
on the track, with the intention of enlisting 
enough consistent attendance to establish a spe- 
cial class for flat track 600s.

In winning the Handicap feature at the Orange

Lucero made his 
way into second and bided his time for about 
three laps, and when Nicol drifted wide, the 
Lucero Machinery/Tint Doctor/Team Zoom/ 
Oilzall/ Arai-backed Lucero knifed under and 
then pulled away for the win. At the line, King 
was second and Brad Oxley third. 

Lucero had a real shot at nailing the Scratch 
feature win earlier in the night as he darted from 
his gate-two starting position to lead the field 
into the first turn. But Lucero’s Godden faltered, 
and he was nudged out of the way by the 
Harley-Davidson of Westminster/Russell Rac- 
ing/Bell/Jarboe/Quicksilver-backed Bobby 
Schwartz. The wily veteran Schwartz then kept 
Oxley at bay for the remaining laps to score yet 
another Scratch victory. Hicks grooved his way 
to a third-place finish. 

It was a sad night at the speedway as the 
infield flags few at half-staff for Mark Gleckl, 40, 
of Dana Point, California, who was killed in an 
accident earlier in the day while filming a 
SCORE Trophy Truck event near Barstow, Cali- 
fornia. A true friend and fan of speedway, Gleckl 
brought recognition to the sport by his video and 
production work on the Speedway America tele- 
vision series as well as the 1985 American Final 
and World Team Cup events in Long Beach, Cal- 
ifornia. As a tribute to Gleckl, Support class win- 
ner David Lynch requested the checkered flag 
and ran a Polish victory lap in Gleckl's honor.

Shane Tritler inherited second and held off the 
numerous attacks from Perolio to finish in that 
position. 

Holland was quickest out of the gate in moto 
two and immediately came under fire from both 
Willoh and Perolio. Willoh overtook Holland in 
a long series of jumps at the halfway point for 
the lead. Holland stayed glued to Willoh's back 
fender until he slid out on the final circuit 
Willoh won with Holland's 4-2 finishes edging 
out Perolio's 3-3 score for the second place cash.

Lucero explodes at Speedway 
USA Firecracker Derby

The Firecracker Derby is a unique event in 
speedway motorcycle racing. Once known as 
the battle for the ugliest trophy in speedway (a 
big red, white and blue firecracker), it combines 
a championship format with a main event, mak- 
ing the rider who scores the most points on the 
night not necessarily the winner. 

With the event having been staged at Irwin- 
dale and later at San Bernardino, Speedway 
USA promoter Gene Woods revived the event 
for his Victorville facility and the sellout crowd 
got to see fireworks on and off the track (the 
local Fourth of July pageant took place right 
next door to the speedway, allowing the speed- 
way fans ringside seats) as Charlie Venegas won 
the points chase but Steve Lucero sneaked in 
and captured the beautiful new trophy. 

The first three rounds of racing had one 
thing in common: the winners of the four racing 
heats were Venegas, Lucero, Bobby Schwartz 
and John Aden. The fourth round, however, 
threw things for a loop. 

Schwartz was beaten by Jim Estes, Lucero 
fell to Randy Evans and John Aden was bested 
by Walt Farnum. But Venegas beat Jeremy 
Aden, Angela Hale and Jake Zemke to keep his 
perfect score of 12 points with the terrific trio 
right behind, all with 11 points and four of them 
scheduled to meet in the final heat of the final 
round. 

In that climatic race Venegas beat out 
Lucero, Schwartz and John Aden, but the four 
riders already had enough points to ensure that 
they would all meet again in the main event.

look at it that way. Personally, I can't 
help but keep thinking about all those 
silly dramatic movies on the silver 
screen where the players keep flashing 
back to the day that a horrible event - 
such as Rodney's crash - occurred, and 
then dwell on it. Therein lies my own 
dilemma regarding Rodney's death. 

You see, even though I saw the terri- 
ble event that took place on that day in 
Du Quoin, I haven't relived it since. I 
have replayed the events in my head a 
thousand times, yet I can't accurately 
recall the crash, only the laps preceding 
it. Because of that, I must admit that I 
have felt no true sadness over his loss. 

I began to think that maybe some- 
thing. was wrong with me, or that I was 
some ignorant, pitiless bastard who 
didn't care about the extent to which 
these dirt trackers put their lives on the 
line whenever they race - least of all one 
that I'd barely gotten the chance to 
know. Why didn't I feel the same sense 
of loss and regret that I was certain Rod- 
ney's family, fellow competitors and 
fans were no doubt feeling? 

My feelings suddenly came into 
focus only a few days ago while I was 
once again looking over the photos from 
the Du Quoin Mile. There are a few 
shots of the crash on those proofsheets,

and break my leg 

or something, then I 

would probably still get on the bike and 
ride. But if they told me that I was going 
to get killed, then I would retire right 
then and there.” 

That goes without saying, but I 
believe that Rodney Farris’ ideology 
was much simpler as he swung his leg 
over his motorcycle for the main event 
at Du Quoin just like he had so many 
times in so many places before. Rodney 
was a racer. His objective was simple: 
Go out there and win the National or 
give it hell trying. That’s what he did, 
that’s what he was doing when he left 
us, and understanding as best I can 
about the nature of his injuries, I sin- 
cerely believe that that was Rodney Far- 
ris’ final memory - trying to win. 

And that is the way I will always 
remember him. I know that as long as I 
do, he will always be alive in my heart 
and in my head. Rodney Farris was liv- 
ing his dream. He didn’t want to be an 
astronaut or a doctor. He wanted to be 
an excellent dirt track motorcycle racer, 
and that’s what he was. How many peo- 
ple in this world do you think get the 
opportunity to live their dreams the 
way Rodney did? 

So I will not mourn for Rodney Far- 
ris, because I don’t think that he would 


‚ want me to, and because I believe that it 


is not tragic to die 
doing what you love. 
I will miss him 
though, and I wish to 
extend my sincerest 
sympathies to Rod- 
ney’s family, to Mr. 
and Mrs. Eddie 
Adkins and to Rod- 
ney’s friends, fans, 
and his fellow racers 
who have to go on 
without him. I can’t 
tell you how you all 
should remember 
him, but I'd like to 
take this opportunity 
to let him tell you.
